WEEK WEEK. 


RABBI PEREIRA MENDES has fought a great, clean fight for 


traditional Judaism in the United States ; and the 
Rabbi Mendes remarks which he has made to a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
and Orthodoxy. interviewer on the subject are full of interest. The 
future of Jews and Judaism across the Atlantic is 
one of the most fascinating problems of to-day. A country which is 
acting more and more as a magnet to the Jewries of the world must 
be, for good or for evil, a dominating influence in the Judaism of the 
days to come. And, while the struggle which various religious ideals 
and convictions have already made for mastery has been prolonged and 
keen, the impression that is left by the remarks of Dr. MENDES and 
other authorities is that the final victory of any one party is still far 
off in the future. Nobody can tell what will be the shape and the form 
of the Judaism that will ultimately emerge from the melting-pot. Dr. 
MENDES repeats, what has been said more than once, that there is a 
revulsion of feeling against the extreme Reformers. That, we think, 


was inevitable. The pendulum had swung much too far in the direction 
of innovation. | 


At what point of religious development it will finally steady itself 
nobody can say for certain. Dr. MENDES tells us that he does not 
despair of traditional Judaism in the United States, and expresses 
the belief that it is the only Judaism that possesses a future worth speak- 
ing of there. We trust that that may beso. But the overwhelming 
economic and other forces ati work give us pause and do not encourage 
us to be too sanguine, Still, it is re-assuring to know that 
those who stand for © the old paths’’ go forward manfully, and even 
‘‘ aggressively,” with their work, so that in the struggle for predomi- 
nance the voice of the Judaism of the past is heard loudly, distinctly, 
and with effect. In the meantime, it will bea matter of the keenest 
gratification to Jews of all classes and shades of opinion, both in this 
country and in America, to know that Rabbi MENDEs, after a_ pro- 
longed abserice compelled by ill-health, is now sufliciently recovered to 
be able to resume his duties in the congregation which he has served 
so long with matchless devotion and boundless enthusiasm. We hope 
that many years of health and strength are reserved for this true 
servant of God. 


THE annual report of the Ica is a very pleasing testimony to the 
increasing numbers in which Jews are going on the 
The Ica. land. We see our coreligionists growing wheat and 
| flour, cultivating lucerne, and generally leading a 
healthy farmer's life; and we feel thankful for this change, limited 
though it be, in the occupation of the Jew. We are proud of the fact 
that the town-bred of our race can, thbir urban upbringing notwith- 
standing, yet live the agricultural life of their ancestors, and that it 
can be lived in such manner by Russo-Jewish exiles as to evoke the 
eulogium of Russian officials themselves. The Ica has done well to 
demonstrate this truth. Henceforth noboby can say that the Jew can 
only chatfer and barter, and that he is not for the soil. 


Yet, as we contemplate this pleasing prospect, we cannot forbear a 
regret that these colonies should be scattered over North and South 
America, that it is not the ancestral soil which is blossoming under 
Jewish hands, or that these efforts should be separate and distinct, 
instead of being concentrated in a mass upon some great enterprise 
which should one day help to make Jewish history. It may be that 


those who rule in this thing had no option but to employ the Hirsch

people in regard to this case. Is this prosecution, or is it not, a matter 
in which Justice has some locus standi? BEILIS has now been many 
months in prison. His trial has been postponed upon the most 
trumpery excuses. And, so far as our knowledge goes, no date has 
even now been fixed for it to take place. What Jews—what many 
Englishmen who read the account of the manufacture of the indict- 
ment sent by a news agency a month or two ago—are asking is 
whether common fairness and humanity do not demand an immediate 


end to this torture of an innocent man, or whether Justice has indeed — 


been definitely and finally turned out of doors in Russia. ‘The failure 


either to release or to try the accused man BEILIS suggests only one

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inference—the hope that if the delay be sufficiently prolonged the victim 
may succumb to the rigours of Russian imprisonment. In that event the 
anti-Semites would be saved the certainty of judicial exposure and 
would always be able to claim that if the prisoner had only lived they 
‘would have proved their case. This is a plan, however, which involves 
the honour and security not alone of BEILIS himself but of all the Jews 
of Russia and many elsewhere. It is a plan which must be frustrated. 
The demand must be re-iterate| for an immediate and open trial, and 
there should be no resting until this is secured. 


Last Saturday was celebrated a great event in the religious 
history of these islands—the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the ejectment of the two 
thousand Ministers of the Church of England who 
refused to submit to the Act of Uniformity. The story of the two 
thousand who sacrificed their livings, and went into poverty and 
privation for conscience sake is a noble and inspiring one, even in 
the long-drawn annals of religious martyrdom; and the Jew, who pays 
even now with his liberty and life for his devotion to principle, may 
well pause to-day to utter a word of tribute to the Ministerial victims 
of the Cavalier Parliament. The greatest of all Nonconformists can 
appreciate the self-denial from which the modern Nonconformist 
derives his name; and he will recognise in this seventeenth-century 


fight for tolerance the beginnings of that great victory to which he 
owes his own freedom in this country. 


Nonconformity. 


At the same time Jews have to remember that they, too, have 
attempted to secure ‘uniformity of public prayers,’ and to impose 
upon Ministers the acceptance of an authorised’’ prayer-book. It 


is not very long since a Jewish Minister who would not subscribe to 
the sacrificial beliefs in our prayer-book was inhibited by the late 
CHIEF RABBI. Our community, however, are not likely to want to 
apply any rigid and wholesale test of conformity to their Ministers ; 
and it is not a little significant that under the scheme drawn up 
for te Chief Rabbinate, it is pointedly laid down that the new 
encumbent of the office, like his predecessor, is not to have power 
to pronounce the Cherem. The present celebration also raises another 
point. Is the fibre of modern religious faith in England tough 
enough to-day to lead thousands of Ministers, whatever their faith, to 
throw away their livings on grounds of religious scruples’ One 
wonders ! | 


THAT the present situation in Turkey is a very 
delicate one for the Jews is evident from an incident 
reported by our Constantinople correspondent. The 
| Chief Priest, in the course of the service in the 
Mosque of Saint Sophia in Stamboul, openly incited the congregation 
to make war’ on the Young Turks and the Zionists,” telling the people 
that a Zionist massacre was a sacred duty. For some days, our 
correspondent adds, the Hodjas (Priests) have been trying to create a 
fanatical rising against the Jews, and although the Government has 
been approached on the matter, it has shown itself to be entirely 
indifferent. The fact that we are in the month of Ramazan may 
explain the conduct of the Chief Priest in question, though, to be sure, 
this is not the first occasion on which he has similarly offended. But 


that the Government should be indifferent to these outbreaks is, 
indeed, a serious matter.

power. We cannot believe that the present Cabinet, which has already 
a seething cauldron of inter-racial strife to deal with, will add to the 
ingredients by introducing an anti-Jewish enmity. The one impera- 
tive necessity of Turkey just now is appeasement. United, the Empire 
may surmount its present dangers. But to add difficulties to distrac- 
tions by complicating domestic issues would render survival propor- 
tionately more remote. We believe that Ottoman statesmen will 
appreciate the situation and take prompt and energetic measures for 


suppressing anything that is likely to become a menace to religious 


freedom in the dominions of the Sultan. 
THE idiosyneracies of the Aliens Act administration are varied and 


eS peculiar. Thus, if a man comes here without a 
The Stupid knowledge of a trade he is deported on the ground | 
Act.’ that he may become a public charge. If he is found 


to have knowledge of a trade, he is rejected on the 

ground that he may compete with native workmen in that trade. 
Hither way, the immigrant loses. Then, as a Grimsby incident 
reminds us, if an immigrant arrives without his family he is met with 
the objection that to admit him would mean admitting his dependents 
later on, and the Board, in the popular parlance of the day, is all for 
no encumbrances.” On the other hand, the Grimsby Board has laid 
down the decision that no immigrant is to be admitted unless he brings 
his wife and family. What is a poor immigrant to do with such per- 
plexing contradictions ? The wretched man, soliloquising at his 


threshold upon that grand problem of © to bring or not to bring,’’ may 
well raise a pang of pity—as well as a feeling of contempt for the 
stupid Act which creates these enigmas.

great crowd thronged to giveit welcome. There is an obvious feeling of 
surprise in the general Press that the critics should have to go Hast in 
order to see this play in this country for the first time—that while the 


West End is presenting crude melodrama the Kast End is growing 


‘excited’ over a finished production of TOLSTOY. But the astonish- 
ment of Englishmen is of their own begetting—the offspring of a 
failure or a refusal to understand the people who have settled in their 
midst. Wenotice that one critic speaks of the ’ fine literaryenthusiasm 
which had prompted the directors of the Theatre to start their enter- 
prise with so remarkable a work.’’ But directors of theatres are not 
philanthropists. They will only produce what they think will respond 
to the taste of their patrons; and the implied conception of what will 
interest an audience of Yiddish-speaking Jews is one which we register 
with much satisfaction. 


The truth of the matter is that there is in the magnificent artistic 
capacity of the Jew a field the exploitation of which may help on that long 
over-due revival of the drama in England. A Jewish nation, develop- 
ing its own life on its own soil, would enrich the artistic treasures of 
the world in marvellous fashion. livorced from its home, it adds 
lustre to the life of other peoples, sometimes shedding brilliancy over 
their stage (as in the cases of the great Jewish actress and actors, 
RACHEL, BARNAY, and VON SONNENTHAL) ; sometimes taking 
the initiative in dramatic production, as here, in London, upon 
the present occasion; and sometimes, as in the case of a famous entre- 
peneur now returned to the United States, losing a fortune in the 
endeavour to adorn our Metropolis with a new home of operatic art. 
The contribution of the Jew to the drama has yet to be appraised ; Lut 
it is as nothing to that which would come from a Jewry living up to the 
full height of its own innate genius.

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THE GAMBLING EVIL. 


SHUFFLING “BENEATH THE GHETTO-BEND.” 
By MENTOR. 


N avalanche of letters commenting upon what was said in this column 
last week was not unexpected. The question mooted was bound to be a 
searching one. In quarters where Jews do not gamble, where gambling 
is held in the utmost reprehension, equally as in quarters where 
gambling is an obsession amounting to disease, its denunciation as a 

vice among our people was certain to be noted. For months and months 
past the subject was represented as one it was urgent to deal with. Its 
incidents were unsavoury, unpleasant, regrettable. We do not with avidity 
turn to subjects that are so characterised. Yet, a festering sore will gather 
in intensity. Indications were not few that, unless a halt were called to 
this mad rage for gambling and card-playing, something akin to public scandal 
would probably be the means whereby some day this underworld of Jewry 
would become revealed to the public eye. There are times when the throne 
must be instructed in the language of truth, and Chatham was not less: but more 
a true son of his country onthe day when he discovered that dissimulation and 
flattery had become anational danger. The communications that have reached 
me, apart from those that have reached the Editor of this paper, indicate that 
the evil of gambling has battened upon the ignorance of its existence that has 
subsisted in many quarters of our community. To throw the light upon dank 
and noisome places is the surest means of killing the fungi that can flourish 
only in the dark. | 


Of letters applauding the effort made to root out this canker in modern 
Jewry, little need be said. Naturally, they are entirely accordant with the 
views I endeavoured to express. There are communications far otherwise. 
Of these I have selected a portion of one because it seems fairly to represent 
the average of the objections that have been expressed to the course which, 


to employ a colloquialism, | deemed it my painful duty to take. Here is what 
the correspondent says :— 


While appreciating very deeply what you generally write in the 
‘Communal Armchair” columns, I desire strongly to protest against your 
article last week. What you say as to the craze for gambling among 
us, and especially the obsession of card-playing, is, I will grant, not at all 
exaggerated, although, perhaps you have very deftly made the most of 
your facts for the purpose of enforcing them. But, is it wise thus to give 
food to non-Jews in their dislike and contempt for us? Here are papers’ 
none too friendly disposed towards Jews reprinting your words with 
avidity, as much as to say © Look what these Jews confess themselves to 
be!” Is not this very much like fouling our own nest ? ees 

- So far as I am concerned, I doubt whether Jews are more prone to gamb- 
ling than other people in this country. I do not think they bet more 
generally on horse racing, and, as to cards, although gambling at cards is 


of course reprehensible, surely nothing can be said against a quiet game 


of cards in which skill as an element is by no means absent. 
There is, to be sure, a good deal to be said about this writer’s contention. 


What seems chiefly to exercise this correspondent, what seems toe have 
troubled so many whose letters have reached me, is the publicity given in non- 
Jewish papers to the subject of Jews and gambling. Blame is thus accorded, not 
by reason of what was here written, but because it was of such interest to a public 
wider than that specially catered for by this journal, that newspapers catering for 
the general reader quoted the article. What, however, does this objection amount 
to? Assuming the evil exists—and this correspondent denies it no more than 
any of the many others who have written—are we, merely because newspapers 
may reprint our words, to allow such an evil to grow, and such a scandal to 
develop, without denouncing it, and at least endeavouring to check it? 
And if so, then what means are to be taken for checking any evil among us ? 
On that parity of argument no public wrong of which any body of Jews is 
guilty may be publicly denounced. The Minister in his pulpit may have his 
words taken down by an enterprising reporter, and they can appear 
in newspapers either friendly to us or otherwise. Words spoken 
by any leader of the community at a public meeting are liable to the 
same penalty. But why assume that these papers have reprinted these words 
in an unfriendly spirit? I read the reproduction of the words written in this 
column far differently. I regard them as a recognition by these newspapers 
that there are Jews who are not blind to this gambling craze of some of their 
people, that there are Jews who are ashamed of this fault, and are not ashamed 
to own their shame. Every paper that published an extract from last week’s 
article published to the world at large, at the same time, an intimation that 
Jews resent, abhor, and abominate this scandalous proneness to gambling, 
which is to be found in certain sections of our people. They told their readers 
that Jews are determined, so far as in them lies, to staunch its progress. 
Friendly or unfriendly, the paper that published those tidings was doing a friendly 
turn to our people, At the hands of worthy non- Jews, Jews will never suffer 
because of an endeavour to purge the community of evil. Non-Jews who are 
unworthy—anti-Semites and such ilk—whatever the Jew does, or does not, 
as has been many times pointed out, will turn everything to our hurt. Our 
exposing the gambling evil equally to our remaining silent concerning it, 
and the one course no less readily than the other. 


The suggestion of the correspondent whose letter I quote, that calling 
attention to this gambling craze was “a fouling of our own nest” is a sheer 
and absolute inversion of the fact. ‘‘ A fouling of our own nest!” Yes, I agree. 
But the fouling is not with those who cry out against the fouling. It is 
with those who commit it. The fouling of our own nest is done by those 
who gamble and play cards in the manner that has been indicated. The 
fouling is with those men and women who become obsessed by the gambling 
spirit. It is not with those who call out against it, and who desire to see 


its removal. If I discover in my house a fetid cesspool, who will say 
that I am. fouling my nest by calling upon the local authority to 
remove it? But this phrase is, in truth, but a current method of 
indicating a fear to let the people among whom: we live know the 
truth about us, if the truth happen to be in any way to our detriment, 
The fear that exists among Jews to acknowledge their faults as a community 
is a heritage of the Ghetto, nurtured by the Ghetto spirit that endures. The 
outrages in South Wales were to be called anything except an anti- 
Jewish outbreak. It would never do to confess that there was ill-feeling in 
the district against Jews. It was bad enough to put up with the effects ; why 
proclaim the fact? ‘“Small-pox,”’ we recollect, was to be called “measles.” It 
is terrible to have small-pox, but more terrible still to let others know that you 
have it. Why not, therefore, call it measles? But the day has gone by when 
free as Jews are in a country like this there is any excuse for us thus to shuffle 
beneath the Ghetto-bend. Our fellow-citizens will far less cake us amiss if we 
frankly confess our shortcomings than if we boastfully claim virtues we have 
not. There is another aspect to the question, however. ‘What will the goyim 
say?’ has been the refuge far too long of many an evil amongus. Behind that 
rampart many a wrong has flourished unchecked. Whenever attention is 
called to an evil, whenever a wrong is exposed, then from those guilty of it as 
from those in whom the Ghetto spirit of unworthy fear resides, comes the 
ery: ‘ You are fouling your own nest. What will the goyim say?” The 
answer is simple: Let the evil go on; let the fouling of the nest proceed 
unchecked, and then—what wii/ the yoyim say ? 


To be sure, it is not pleasant to find other newspapers reprinting words 
which expose an evil among us. But it is not within the bounds of possi- 
bility to undertake a message of denunciation and of warning such as that 
which was published last week without our experiencing something that is 
unpleasant and regrettable in the process. The blame for that cannot attach 
to those who would rid the community of an evil. The blame must attach to 
those who have foisted an evil upon the community so inimical to the spirit of 
the Jew, so far removed from the teachings of J udaism, as is the evil of gambling. 
If he who denounces an evil, and who warns against its consequences, is to be 
held up to reprobation as one who foéls his own nest, then, with humility and 
respect, | claim to be on the side of every great prophet who has cried aloud and 
spared not, who has lifted up his voice like a trumpet and shown our people 
their transgressions, and the House of Jacob their sins. 

Whether Jews are more prone to gambling than other peoples is altogether 
a minor point. But, itis as well to observe that my correspondent refers to the 
proneness of Jews in this country, while I referred, to the proneness of Jews 
generally. There are no statistics upon which to decide this point. Observation is 
phenomenally an unreliable guide. It would be mere empiricism which would 
induce anyone to rely upon his observation on such a matter as if it were a 
scientific fact. The reason I cling to my belief is that of the numerous letters 
that have been addressed to me upon the question the vast majority agree that 
my diagnosis was no exaggeration. My correspondent protests that nothing 
ought to bé said against a quiet game of cards. (uite true. The article which 
he impugns stated that view. If the card playing that is rampant in certain 
sections among us were unaccompanied by gambling, there would be little or 
nothing to be said against that special form of recreation and amusement. 
If people care to play cards as people play chess or draughts—for the sake of 
the “ points’’—no one would say them nay. If people played chess or draughts 
as so many people play cards, as a means for winning and losing money, chess 
and draughts would be as degraded recreations as, in so many cases, are cards 
in present circumstances. It was not card playing, but card playing for 
money which I denominated, and do denominate, a crying scandal in our 
community. 


The letter addressed to me from which I have quoted is referred to 
not by way of defence or excuse for what has been written in this 
column. Never has my hand been turned to any question with greater 
energy, or more deliberately. Its urgency, its vital import, cannot 
be gainsaid, and they areimpossible to exaggerate. Let newspapers unfriendly 
to our people—if such they be—republish the words that appear 
here. If this will shame those who are bringing this shame upon Jewry 
more keenly than if the words did not pass from the columns of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, then these papers will be doing good service to our people. -The 
section—the large section—which is afflicted with the gambling spirit is a 
constant menace to our community—a far deeper menace than all the stupid 
vapouring of the bitterest of anti-Semites. The anti-Semites are open or 
insidious enemies we can fight by argument and conquer by reason. Against an 
evil cankering at our very vitals we cannot argue. The evil of gambling sub- 


gists among us as a traitorous enemy in our ranks, a viper in the communal 


bosom. Let us recognise it; that will be a first step to putting an end to it, 
An end to it there must be for the sake of all we hold true and dear to our 
name and to our faith.

THE ANTI-SEMITIC CAMP IN RUSSIA. 
‘* Qld Believers’’ Change their Policy. 


(From our Correspondent. } 


The publication of the decision of the ‘‘ Old Believers,” directing its camp of 
ten million followers to vote for the Progressive candidates at the coming elections, 
has marked an event of great significance. Hitherto, the “Old Believers” formed 
not only the finest material for the parties of the Right, but they supplied the 
fighting personnel for the Real Russian Union. However, the short-sighted policy 
of the Government and the Ministerialists in Parliament towards members of all 


creeds, outside the sphere of the State Church, has driven even the staunchest 
allies of the Conservatives to the Opposition. 


“BACK TO THEIR NESTS.” 


Readers are already acquainted with the occasional outbreaks of the well- 
known Russian political worker, M. Menshikoff (an editor of the semi-official 
Novoe Vremya). Notwithstanding his connections with the official world and the 
Nationalist-Ministerialist Party, the strongest criticism against acts of the latter 
Last week, he outlined a new policy for the 
Russian Nationalists, which created a great impression. In his opinion, It 18 use- 
less to proceed with the Russification of the various nationalities inhabiting Russia. 
Conquest by force, he maintains, does not extinguish the conquered, while the 
influx of foreign elements into Russia is dangerous to the Russian spirit and 
their present state only leads to the growth of their animosity towards Russia. M. 
Menshikoff advanced the view that Russia ought to assist every nationality to 
return to its ‘historic nest,” even at the cost of granting autonomy to all nations 
now under the rule of the Tsar (e.7., Poles, Armenians, Finns, etc.) and their 
subsequent separation from Russia. In thus getting rid of the Jews, Poles, Finns 
and other races M. Menshikoff, one of the pillars of the Nationalist party, sees the 
solution of the Nationalist problem in Russia. 


ANOTHER VIEW. 


The Grazdanin (edited by another pillar of the Conservatives, Prince 
Mestchersky) last week published an article by M. Kon, an official (formerly 
attached to the office of the Governor-General of Wilna) and worker in the Slav 
movement. He dealt with the election problem in Wilna and the exclusion of the 
Jewish children from the Imperial Review of the Lads’ Brigades, and his argu- 
ments closely resembled those which appeared in these columns during the last 
fortnight. Together with Menshikoff, he, too, recognised the futility of the pre- 
sent régime towards the various nationalities living in Russia, but, being convinced 
that the Jews are not revolutionaries, as official Russia regards them, he suggested 
that endeavours should be made to interest the Jews in national work. ()uite in 
harmony with his arguments the libel of the anti-Semites that the leader of a 
recent military revolt (Hessen) was a Jew was disproved last week. 


THE OLD PRACTICE.—A SEVERE RESTRICTION. 


The foregoing is evidence that even in the Conservative camp the futility of the 
present Nationalist régime is being gradually recognised, but despite all sugges- 
tions and petitions the Government continues to traverse the old path. Last week 
I referred to the illegal practice (initiated by Tolmatcheff) of demanding from 
Jewish artisans a proof of three years’ apprenticeship before granting them the 
right to reside outside the Pale and in the villages. But what was illegal last week 
was legalised this week, contrary to the law of the Empire, by a Ministerial 
decision, and, on the strength of it, the next revisions of the right of domicile of 
Jews outside the Pale will witness renewed wholesale expulsions of artisans. 

Jews have also been prohibited to sit on the Council of the Volunteer Fleet 
and on various committees of the exchanges outside the Pale. | 

Berditcheff, with its Jewish inhabitants comprising between eighty and ninety 
per cent. of the total population, is refused a Jewish school, although the Jewish 
Loan and Credit Society volunteers todefray the necessary expenses. The educa- 


tion of ten thousand children is thus neglected. All that the authorities are 


willing to permit is a school for Christians which shall provide a few vacancies 
for Jews. In the face of such examples, the Constantinograd Zemstvo is appeal- 
ing to the Tsar to curtail the number of Jews in their gymnasium by two-thirds. 


FOSTERING CRIME,.—ANTI-J EWISH OUTBREAKS. 


Quite in harmony with its traditional policy, the Government has reduced 
to one week the sentence of , 


imprisonment for five months recently passed 
against the organisers of the 1900 pogrom near \WWarsaw. This is no doubt pleasant 
for the Real Russians, who protest even against the sentence of Colonel Lilie to 
four months’ imprisonment for killing a Jew, and who defend the recent murders 
of Jewish doctors.

A SEARCH FOR JEWS WITH AUBURN BEARDS, 


The watchfulness of the anti-Semites and their tendency to accuse Jews of 
every evil seem to grow every day, and together with them increases the sub- 
Bervience to the Real Russians of the officials. At Ostrovetz, last week, a peasant 
hid 1,500 roubles in his straw, and the latter was sold in his absence. Imme- 
diately a theory arose that a Jew with an auburn beard bought the straw and 
kept the treasure. The feeling ran high and the police made searches at the 
houses of all Jews with auburn beards, but the treasure was afterwards found in 
Christian hands. At the instigation of the anti-Semites, an inquiry is also pro-

THE EARTHQUAKE AT TCHORLOU. 
Many Jewish Victims. 


[From a Correspondents. ] 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The losses sustained by the Jews of Tchorlou in the recent earthquake and 
subsequent conflagrations are estimated at about two million francs. Although 
some of the victims had insured their goods, it now appears that the insurance 
companies are unwilling to fulfil their obligations, which adds another calamity to 
those endured by our unfortunate coreligionists. 

Owing to the fact that the relief organised on the spot is insufficient effect- 
ually to meet the needs of these poor people, the Commission organised by the 
Chief Rabbinate has decided to appeal to the charity of the Jewish societies in the 
West. It is reported that the Greeks and Mussulmans of Tchorlon are doing all 


they can to prevent the Jews regaining their position at the head of financial and 
commercial houses. 


The expedition organised by .the Hilfsverein and the B’nei B'rith to bring 


relief to the victims of the earthquake, has left for Kali-i-Sultaniye, whence 
reports of the existing distress had reached here. 


Dr. Auerbach, who has visited the affected area on behalf of the B’nai Brith, 
reports the extreme kindness displayed by the Greek priests and the Armenians 


in opening the churches and other buildings as places of refuge for our coreligionists 
bereft of their dwellings by the conflagrations at Tchorlou. 
SALONICA. 

Later details to hand from the scene of the disaster show that the losses sus- — 
tained by Jews are estimated at £80,000 (Turkish), namely, £50,000 through 
destruction of merchandise and £30,000 in house property. The quarter destroyed 
was the finest in the town. It was only through the desperate efforts of the Jews 
that the synagogue and school were saved. The non-Jewish elements of the 
population, the Greeks and Armenians especially, have shown the utmost 
sympathy with our coreligionists. The Greek Metropolitan and the lay heads of 
the community called on the Rabbi to express their sympathy and to state that 
they placed their schools and houses at the disposal of Jewish families who were 
without shelter. Numerous families took advantage of this hospitable offer. The 
Armenians also were extremely kind and helped in other directions. The 
Minister of Pious Foundations visited Gallipoli, in order personally to note the 
damage that had been wrought to buildings belonging to his department, among 
them twosynagogues. He addressed the President of the community, and promised 
that the Government would do all in its power to assist the Jewish sufferers. 


JEWISH OFFICERS IN THE GERMAN ARMY, 
An Injustice to Young Coreligionists. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


BERLIN. 

-The German M.P., Herr Georg Goitein, one of the Christian leaders of the 
organisation to fight against anti-Semitism, contribu.ed to a recent issue of the 
Berliner Tagebiatia powerfully written article against the German Minister of ° 


War, who in absolute contradistinction to the constitution refuses the admission 


Of capable young Jews into the Imperial Officers Corps on account of thoir 
religion. ‘The writer of the article quotes many passages from the last speeches 
of the German Minister of War in which he himself fally admits that the Con- 
stitution grants equal rights to all German subjects without regard to creed and 
race. ‘The Minister in refusing the right to young Jews to enter'the army as 
officers shows himself the letter and the spirit of the Constitution as being 
inconsistent. llerr Goitein, in the course of his able article, quotes a case in 
which a young Jew called Lieber who has passed all the examinations with dis- 
tinction was refused admission into the army even as a non-commissioned 
officer (Reserve Officier), because the father of the young man was an ironmonger. 
The writer asked whether the military authorities would refuse a Christian candi- 
date admission into the army on the ground of his father’s avocation. If that 
were the case the German Army would only possess but half of the number of 
officers required. No Minister would for a moment refuse a Christian a 
right granted by the Constitution because of the trade of his parent. Since 
ls888 no Jew has been allowed to become even a non-commissioned officer. 
Ig it only by mere chance, Herr Goitein asks, that the Jewish religion is the sole 
reason for this injustice? Herr Goitein reminds his readers that a Jewish candi- 
date for an army officer’s position is admitted as soon as he abjures his faith. 
The scandalous state of affairs, the article concludes, must not be tolerated any 
longer, and suggests that the refusal to grant Ministers of War’s estimates and 
credits through the Reichstag would put a stop to the scandal. 

It will be interesting to know how this outcry against the injustice done to 
our German coreligionists will have effect on the German authorities. Herr 


Goitein is a leader of the German Left Liberals, and is very prominent in German 
political life. | 


THE NEW TURKISH CABINET. 
An Ugly Incident. | 
[From our Correspondent. ] 


| CONSTANTINOPLE. 

I wrote you some days since of the change in the Cabinet here, and 
informed you that we Jews would not feel satisfied with this change, owing to the 
fact that the new body is openly hostile to our interests. Up to the time of writ- 
ing, lam sorry to record nothing but a confirmation of my prophesy, But an 
incident which has just occurred will make a very unfavourable impression on the 
Jews in this country, and is, as you will see, very serious. We -arein the month 
of Ramazan, when the Mussulmans fast for thirty days. In this month the sect 
becomes more fanatical and threatening than at any other time; they spend the 
greater part of each day in the Mosques.; | 

The Tanine and the Hildal Osmani, the two organs of the progressive party, 
published the other morning an article descriptive of an extremely serious occur- 
ence in the celebrated Mosque of Saint Sophia in Stamboul. In the course of the 
service the chief priest addressed his congregation, numbering several thousands. 
This sermon consisted of a harangue inciting the populace to make war on the 
Young Turks and the Zionists. ‘‘ These cursed Zionists,” he said, “ deserve to be 
led to the gallows; it is a sacred duty to massacre them.” 

Owing to his crass ignorance, it will be seen that this high priest mixed up the 
Zionists, the Jews and the Young Tarks. One enlightened Mussulman, who did 
not like to see the Hodja inciting the masses against a worthy section of the 
population, jumped on his seat and addressed the Hodja, saying: “ Hodja 
Effendi it is unworthy of you to speak of politics in this sacred place. 
It is a crime to provoke a rising against the Jews.” Taken aback by this sudden 
interruption, the Hodja exclaimed: “Oh, faithful ones, throw yourselves on the 
unfaithful one.” Had it not been for the intervention of several people, the unfor- 
tunate man would have been lynched. As it was, he left the Mosque in a deplor- 
able condition. Although he was arrested, the police released him after a severe 
examination. The Young Turkish organs, in reporting this matter, declare that 
this is not the High Priest’s first sermon in a like vein. For some days the 
Hodjas have been trying to create a fanatical rising against the Jews, and although 


the Government has been approached on the matter it has shown itself to be 
entirely indifferent. | 


THE PRUSSIAN GOVERNMENT 
An Illegal and Impudent Circular.

STUDENTS. 


BERLIN, 
It seems that the Prussian Government has finally given in to the anti-Semitic 
agitation against Russo-Jewish students at Prussian Universities. The Prussian 
Minister of Public Instruction has sent a circular to all representatives of Jewish 
societies which support promising Jewish students from Russia in which they are 
requested to give him a full list of those students who receive subventions and 
scholarships. The aim of the Prussian Government is to expel these Jewish 
students as ‘ Liistige Ausliinder.” The representatives of the Jewish societies in 
question have so far refused to obey the Minister’s instruction, for, so they argue, 
he has no right to interfere with private charity. The circular is considered not 
only illegal but even impudent. There is a persistent ramour that the Russian 
Government has asked the Prussian Government to “purify” the Prussian 
universities from the “Jewish revolutionists.” The Prussian Government, 
believing that the poor students are mostly Socialists, endeavoured to free the 
universities of them. Prince Biilow has already, in a speech in the Reichstag, 
referred to the Russo-Jewish students in Prussia as Schnorrer und Verschworer, The 
Prussian Government now impose such hard restrictions on Jewish students from 
Russia as to make their admission into Prussian universities almost an impossl- 
bility. Every Jewish student has to show a document of the Russian police that 
he is politically “ reliable.” ae 
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NEW SYNAGOGUE IN BERLIN. 
Kaiser represented at the Consecration. 
[From a Correspondent,] 


BERLIN. 

The consecration of the newly-erected magnificent synagogue in the Fasanen.- 
strasse took place on Monday, in the presence of a distinguished gathering, 
which included a representative of the Emperor, his personal Aide-de-('‘amp, 
General von Kessel, Governor of Berlin. His Imperial Majesty has taken 
& great interest in the building of the synagogue and would have been present 
himself but for his indisposition. 3 

The synagogue isin many respects a most imposing and beautiful edifice. 
worthy of its sacred purpose and the traditions of the Berlin Jewish community. 
The Kaiser, who is a fine connoisseur of architecture, had examined the plan of 
the sacred building which was submitted to him at his own request, and after a 
careful examination he expressed his approval. ‘Ihe synagogue is built in the 
medvial oriental style with a slight approach to tire byzantine. It is not 
situated in Berlin itself, but in the suburb of Charlottenburg, where by far the 
wealthiest Jews reside and where its existence was a lony-felt necessity, as 23,000 
of the 140,000 Berlin Jews live there. | | ; 

Although the synagogue has seating room for about 2,000 only (933 males and 
1,048 females), there were 5,000 applications for seats. The synagogue is situated 


damm. It is a magnificent edifice, faced by two imposing candelabras and built 
in shell-lime stone, supported by two ornamental pillars, and decorated by 
allegorical ornaments—four lions and three crowns~-which give it a very pleasing 
aspect. To the right and left of the entrance are two stone tablets, on which are 
chiselled, in Hebrew and German, the following verses :— 

“ Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself”; and ‘‘ Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy might.” 

The grand staircase leads into the lobby and vestibule, where the cloak-rooms 
are situated, and then through large doors into the synagogue. ‘The interior is 
arched by three majestic cupolas, supported by enormous columns. The cupolas 
are painted in a magnificent design of black and gold, which gives a fascinating 
impression, and terminate in a semi-circular form at the Ark, a gorgeous struc- 
ture, supported by columns and covered by a roof in gold and mosaic. Massive 
bronze folding doors shut off the shrine containing the Sephorim, before which an 
elegant red velvet curtain, heavily embroidered in gold and silver (presented b 
Mr. and Mrs. Benas Levy), is 
suspended.

A PEASANT RESOLUTION IN RUSSIA. 
Remarkable Friendship to Jews. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


Following the resolutions of the St. Petersburg, Odessa, Kherson, Ekaterino- 
slav, Elizabethgrad and Moscow merchants against the oppression of Jews in several 
places, and the many decisions of peasants asking the authorities to convert their 
villages into townlets in order to retain the Jewish population, comes the news 
concerning a remarkable peasant resolution adopted in the district of Belazerkov 
(Kieff), This resolution was passed by 231 peasants, who attended the unveiling 
of a monument erected by them to Tsar Alexander II. (the liberator of the 
peasants from serfdom), and it contained the following passages :— 

‘The participation of the Jews in the festivities was very pleasant tous. May this 
pleasant union and the joy that filled our hearts, together with those of the Jewish com- 
munity, in this festive hour for ever remain in our memory. 

The above-mentioned resolutions are all the more significant in view of the 
exclusion of Jews (in some cases even converted Jews) from the coming festivities 
in Moscow (on the occasion of the centenary of the 1812 war), the continued exile 
of Jews on their holidays from villages, the exclusion of our coreliglonists even 
from the exhibition held in Tchita, and the arrests of Jewish merchants at the 
fairs at Nijni-Novgorod. Of special significance are also the letter of the Christian 
woman, Depredarovitch, to the Rabbi of Nicolaieff inviting the Jewish exiles to 
settle in the townlet, and the donations of two Christian ladies at Odessa toa 
local synagogue, the donors imploring the Jews to pray for them. 

The following are the latest moves of peasants against the expulsions of Jews: 

The peasants of Andreyevka (Poltava) have informed the local anti-Semitic 
agitators (including the clergy) that they wished to live in peace with the Jews, 
instead of seeking their expulsion. 

» The peasants of Alexandrodar (Kherson) have petitioned the authorities to 
convert the village into a townlet in order to enable Jews to live there. 


RUSSIAN JUSTICE. 
Two Measures. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


Last week the Russian Press reported the fact that the English Vice-Consul 
of Theodosia had been sentenced to four days’ arrest for assaulting a boy (the son 
of a priest) who threatened to throw a stone at him. Not very far from here (at 
Kovel, in Vohblynia), last week the conveyance of a Russian General ran over a 


Jewish boy and severely injured him, but the General, on hearing that his victim | 


was a Jew, instructed the driver to proceed without any ado. Readers will also 
recall the fact, reported about a month ago, concerning General Rennenkampf’s 
assault on a Jewish woman merely because her boy played in the street, thus 
obstructing the General’s route. No punishment followed that unjustified assault 
by the General. 

Yielding to strong petitions from France, the Government has consented to 
examine the case of the Jewish lad Rappoport, who had been sent to penal servi- 
tude for the alleged murder of a Governor-General, although another man con- 
fessed to the crime in Paris. No Russian petition could induce the Government 
to alter its course.

But, happily, it is not true. I balieve and hope it is grossly, monstrously exag- 
gerated, “card-playing in the early morning,” etc., or “more than one woman is 
known to have staked on cards the money that should have gone to pay for the food of 
her householdand the clothesof herchildren.” No! These factsare not known, and 
if ‘‘ Mentor” happened to discover one such isolated case, I venture to doubt the 
utility and the advisability of making it known. Oh! dear “ Mentor,” look how all 
our friendly Sunday papers have fallen upon this extraordinary find! None of them 
quoted your brilliant defence of last week, your proud and lofty challenge, ‘ Then 
we Jews are doing God’s own work.” I work amongst Christians. I did not ask 
them whether they read your last week’s article, but to-day they all brought their 
Sunday paper and flaunted it in my face with a revengeful smile for my constant 
preaching to them. As it happens, I am the only Jew amongst them, and I know 
nothing about races, while they all, without exception, never miss a day’s racing; 
nor would they deigao to deal with Jewish bookies. And now, for the sake of my 
love for ‘“‘ Mentor” I shall try to forget for a moment that the article was written 
by him. Ishall simply take it as though it were written by Chesterton ora Dr. 
Coit. Well, what of it? 

Suppose it is true to some extent. We Jews are more prone to gambling than 
other nations ; we have a larger percentage of business people, money-lenders and 
stock-brokers than other nations. Well, what of it? Firstly, why do you just at 
this urgent moment think it inadvisable (?) to mention the well-known reason, 
the historical reason, viz., that for centuries Jews were prohibited to engage im 
honourable trades, and so they had to become ‘ Luft-Menschen.” This historical 
reason is amply snfficient to justify this sinful proneness to gambling in its wider 
sense. | 

But I have yet to be convinced whether it is “sinful” at all! Of course, 
from a socialist point of view, all profit, all gain which is not in the form of 
wages for manual labour, is robbery. But, alas! we have not reached this blessed 
stage of civilisation. As long as the race-course is sanctioned and special editions 
of newspapers are devoted toit, and millions of money are won and lost, why should 
there not be a limit put upon the number of James, or Jones, but upon Jacobs? 
If, at the present stage of civilisation, a business-man is more considered than a 
working-man, and a member of the Exchange even more than an ordinary shop- 
keeper, why should anyone be debarred from attaining these higher social 
positions ? | 

Who has, in the present stage of civilisation, any moral right to dictate to 
anyone what kind of an occupation one should choose? Here, you object to too 
many Jewish bookies ; in Rassia they object to too many doctors and lawyers and 
all sorts of easy professions. What then shall wedo? Itis monstrous! Every- 
one has a perfect moral right to earn his living the way he thinks best for himself 
provided he does not infringe the law ; if he does and is found out, he is punished 
for it and is alone responsible for his misdeeds. Ina free country like England 
no one is responsible for the misdeeds of another; why should we, in all fairness, 
be treated differently ? -I will go further still. Suppose you, Mr. Chesterton, 
have been given the Divine right to control the number of Jews occupied in 
different walks of life, and you think it wrong that there should be too many 
engaged in gambling—business or easy occupation. Sir, unless you allow usasa 
nation to exist at all on this happy planet, you must take us asa whole with all 
our propensities for good and evil. | 

‘“‘Mentor’s ” brave defence of the Jews in his last week’s article inspires me 
with conrage to say that our good qualities are very well balanced by our bad 
ones. Yes, we are an exceptional people; we area small nation, and you say we 
have too many business people ; but we also yield too many—in proportion to our 
number—statesmen, politicians, artists, and writers. I do not want to mention 
names, because I shall have to mention Christian-sounding names (like on 
the race-course) even in the noble professions. You will forgive me _ for 
mentioning a rather frivolousfact. I have just come from a“ place of amusement ” 
wherein thousands of Christians spent a few happy hours after their daily toil. 
Among fourteen artists five were Jews. This is, I think, also rather too many, 
quite out of proportion. I could not help thinking of thisanomaly. Your article 
was worrying me during the whole performance, and I came to the conclusion that 
our disproportionate evils are by far outweighed by our disproportionate merits, 
for, Sir, not only did we give to the heathen world the Bible, we are giving to the 
bored ones amusement. | 


‘*Society"’ to Blame. 
To the Editor.—[From “G. 


S1R,—Your contributor, ‘“ Mentor,” treated us last week to a well-directed 
straight talk on the subject of gambling. So far as the practical part of his 
observations is concerned, “ Mentor” appears to be unassailable. No-one with 
any pretence to intelligence can deny the existence of the “canker” in Israel’s 
midst, nor can he but deplore the horribly degenerating effects upon our people. 
But in the first part of his article “‘ Mentor” theorises upon gambling, seeks to 
define its cause, and enquires why it should be so greatly prevalent among Jews. 
He shows quite clearly that gambling in itself, the risk which discards 


| smooth, certain well-being for possibilities of greater glory, is the mainspring of 


progress in mankind. It is the gambling for gold that is “ eating into the very 
vitals of Jewry,” and calling forth the deserved censure of those around us. | 
The “get rich quickly” spirit among modern Jewry springs from two 
sources—the personal history of the Jew, with its consequent influence on his 
psychology and the state of society in which the Jew has found his temporary 
home. | 
Among people who have been poor for generations, who have been for genera- 
tions dependent on others, the spirit of gambling is very seldom found. But in the 
Jew who, being rich and powerful in one land, has been ejected at the caprice of 
sovereigns or statesmen, or at the dictates of organised superstition which 
trembled at the enlightment for which Judaism has ever stood, the gambling 
spirit has thrived with steady vigour. The “ graph ” of Jewish fortane has been as 
undulating as the moors of Devon. Place the Jew'in the Ghetto, attempt to 
compel him to remain there by all the power of persecution, and he is like the 
mountain deer who has strayed into the valley—he can but sojourn there. The 
fresh mountain air is in his nostrils, and return, ascend, he must. And what 
means of ascent into the high places are there at the disposal of Jew (and for the 
matter of that the Gentile)? Is the man of great learning and much piety received 
in the courts of kings and praised in the gates? Is the spirit of truth-seeking and 
earnestness—the true religious meaning which quickens ancient creeds—welcomed 
and appreciated by the powerful to-day? Society has its foundation in the posses- 
sion of property bought by riches. Thus, we see the Jew predisposed to rise 
8 ily, confronted by golden steps to the goal of his desires. Can it be wondered 
that he flings himself at hazard on the Bourses of Europe and America, and 
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that his women folk scramble after him with undignified haste through the channels 
of oard-playing, of roulette and petits chevaurx. The successful speculator becomes 
a rich man, and steps into society on the strength of his riches. The unsuccessful 
speculator, constantly thriving for success, develones into the inveterate gambler 
whose existence among us is such a shame to the Jewish race. 

“Mentor’s” plea for support to fight the gambling spirit is worthy of all 
sympathy. It is my sincere hope, in asking the insertion in your columns of this 
letter, to aid him in his task by calling attention to facts which I believe are 
largely responsible for the state of affairs which exists. 


The Jew as Exemplar. 
To the Editor.— [From “NO CARDS.” 


: 5IR,—We must all be indebted to your contributor, ‘‘ Mentor,” for the 
vigorous fashion in which he lays about our Jewish gamblers. The subject which 
he broaches is, undoubtedly, a serious one. In its worst form the gambling evil 
has been revealed with lurid effect in the murders in the East End some months ago, 
and in New York quite recently. These two tragic incidents must have made our 
people shudder. A distressing manifestation in the “ People of the Book !” 

In its less diabolical shape, the evil is before and all around us. How many 

Jewish members of the middle or lower middle classes are unable to play solo 
whist ? How many Jewish ladies in North London, and, no doubt, in other parts 
of the metropolis, gather together, one, two, three or more afternoons a week to 
play that game? I know of cases where card-playing by ladies goes on every 
afternoon or evening of the week. Friday was once a day off. But that day, too, 
has been annexed for the ruling passion. Oné hears of ladies dropping considerable 
sums of money time after time, and one wonders how the tradesmen’s bills are 
met, and how much the ladies are in arrears. The theatre takes a back place. 
Novels go the same way. Cards—afternoon games, witha pleasant tea thrown in— 
are the master attraction. I have been told of one family which started playing 
one day and continued through the night and the following day. The host, I 
am assured, lost heavily—the money ran into hundreds; and when, as was 
inevitable, the commissariat ran out, the guests despatched their motors to their 
own houses in order to bring up fresh supplies. Many a lady must dream of 
‘miséres.” Some must’surely murmur ‘ fall-house ” in their sleep (nota reference 
to a theatre audience); and to “double” a friend up to “the limit,” must be the 
dearest wish of how many ladies among the daughters of Israel ! 

So far, we must all be with “ Mentor.” Where one parts company with him, 
however, is at his suggestion that Jews are far more prone to vambling than the peoples 
among whom they live. He recalls that a few days ago some forty Jews were 
found to be spending their Sabbath eve in playing faro. Well, on the day after 
‘‘Mentor’s” article appeared I also read of the police-court proceedings against a 
number of people, apparently Jews, who were playing faro—perhaps it was the 
same party that “ Mentor” refers to. But appended to this report was another 
concerning proceedings at a different court against a number of people charged with 
being found on premises used for betting purposes. But the names mentioned in 
this case were certainly not those of Jews. 

It has often happened to me that in buying a half-penny paper the boy who 
has sold it, anxious, as he has thought, to save my time, has obligingly shouted 
“Jalius Cassar won,” or whatever the name of the horse might be. The boy has 
spoken from habit. But the majority of his customers, in this great London, can 
hardly be Jews. Frequently, as I have cast my eyes over the paper a down-at- 
heel gambler has sidled up to me and asked “Who won the first race, guv’nor?” 
~—or some similar question. I have never had a Jew make these inquiries, and I 

do not think the Jews keep the sporting tipstera going, or make, by themselves, 
the racing tips and results in the newspapers an important part of their contents. 

The ‘“ Commercials,” who spend their evenings in the hotels round a card- 
table, are not necessarily Jews; and certainly the boys whom | used to see playing 
at cards daring the railway journey from the suburbs to Liverpool Street in the 
early workmen’s trains—the morning paper used as table—were not members 
of our community. Nor will anybody suppose that the whist drives so 
popular all over the country are predominantly Jewish functions, though some 
Jews may participate in them; while, as for the Bourses and the Stock Exchanges, 
there was a great rubber boom not long ago, and I heard more than once—and 
never saw it contradicted-—that Jews were entirely out of that movement. It was 
a Gentile boom! | 

I do not deny that many Jews gamble. What I should think it hard to prove 
is that, as ““ Mentor ” asserts, the Jews are far more prone to gambling than their 
neighbours. Though it be true, for instance, that Jewesses play cards in the 
afternoons and evenings, they do not monopolise the membership of the Bridge 
Clubs which have sprung up all around us. The truth seems to be that Jews, 
mingling, in their social life, so largely, if not exclusively, with their coreligionists, 
and seeing little of Gentile gamblers, are apt to imagine that only Jews bet or play 
cards, or indulge on the Stock Exchange, whereas nothing, of course, is further 
from the facts. Solo whist is very far from being an exclusively Jewish accom- 
plishment ! | 

Nor, I think, is “ Mentor” very helpful in what he says as to remedies. He 
tells us that we ought to beable tocall the Ministers to our aid in fighting the evil ; 
and condemns those gentlemen of the cloth who themselves play cards. There 
are no two opinions, of course, as to such Ministers. When a man who, one night, 
bluffs me out of ‘‘two pairs,” prays, on the next night, for the good of my 
immortal soul—well, to put it mildly, I am not attuned to spiritual sympathy with 
him, and do not expect much from his supplications. But if all the Ministers 

united in a great campaign, and the Jewish Anti-Gambling League which 
“Mentor ” suggests became a fact, should we still be any nearer to a better con- 
dition of things ? I think not; and my reason i3 that you may falminate as much 
as you like,—what you need is not anathemas, bat some reasonable and suitable 
substitute for the card-playing diversion. Especially is this the case with the 
Jewish women whose daily work is finished by the afternoon—for, as was said 
unto Pharaoh of old, “the Hebrew women are lively.” It is useless to tell these 
ladies to stay at home and read ; or to engage in small-talk at a “ Dorcas” meet- 
ing ; or to go “slumming” (which is to many a poor change after the wear and 
tear of household duty). 

They need some other variant. It may be that it is the defects of education 
which have brought us to this pass—that the intellectual and artistic horizon of 
our womenfolk has not been widened, with the result that their interests are few. 
If so—if music, art, the drama and literature coupled with physical recreation 
could supply an alternative to cards—then perhaps we have here a suggestion with 
which something may be done, though we should have to start with the young. But 
I admit that the matter is extremely difficult, and that even if the Jews are not 
the only gamblers, that is no reason whatever why we should abandon ourselves 
to acquiescence in the malady. A people which aims at spiritual leadership, and 
rejoices in being the special repository of divine revelation, should presenta nobler 
front and offer a different lesson to the world. 


The Jew’'s Birthmark. 
To the Editor.—{From “ F. E.”) 

§1R,—I observe that ‘‘ Mentor ” in your issue of last week denounced the crase 
for gambling with which a section of modern Jewry is afflicted. Although I 
entirely agree with his denunciation of this “canker, eating into the very 
vitals of Jewry,” I would like to point out that the spirit of gambling in the 
Jew is as much bis birthmark as is pugnacity that of the Irishman. The Hiber- 
nian was taught to fight firstly by Cromwell and lastly by William Pitt. The Jew 
was taught to gamble firstly in Egypt and lastly in Russia, se 

Bo long as a people is persecuted you will find them winning their riches by 
hazardous strokes of luck. Little good would it be for the Jew in Russia to 


attempt to gain wealth by a slow and laborious occupation sach as the tilling of 
the soil. His only chance of prospering is by winning, securing and ranning away 
with his wealth ere it can be confiscated by a rapacious government. This 
necessity of quick gain imposed upon the Jew is the very root of the evil. It is 
interesting to observe the dual effect which persecution has had upon the Jew and 
his religion. While it has, to a certain extent, demoralised him, it has been the 
means of preventing Judaism from going the way of many old, orders—changing, 
corrupting and giving place unto the new. But now that we are free in this 
country to think that we should indulge in the “ habits of the slave” is to deem 
us unworthy of the bospitality that in England we enjoy. 

As regards gambling at cards, the evil of winning on chance: is insignificant 
when compared with the wrong of gaining from the bad fortune ‘of another. 
‘‘ Mentor” pointed out that Christopher Columbus “ gambled” when he set out to’ 
find the New World. He thus insinuated that research in science is a gamble ; 
yet he did not observe this subtle difference, that if science fails to advance one 
step upon. its failure it does not retrogress. If, however, the gambler does not 
win, he, in all probabilty, loses substantially. | 

The gambling spirit in the Jew is probably accountable for by the fact that 
the only passport to power for the Jew on the Continent has, for many years, been 
his money. Now Mr. G. K. Chesterton observed in an interview with the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE that Jews were born civilised. If this is so, ia it to be’ 
wondered at that, gifted as he is with this super-civilisation, the Jew should desire 
to rise from out the sea of mediocrity, to stand upon the plane of the men who 
rule? Hence the desire to “ get rich quickly.” Bat after everything is taken into 
consideration, there is really no excuse for the gambling to which so many Jews 
are prone. In choosing this way out of mediocrity, the gambling Jew has taken 
the crooked path. It isa path unclean, the mud of which will bespatter him and 
leave its stain upon his posterity. 

I am writing this as a young Jew who hates and eschews gambling of all 
kinds, and I am thankful that we have in the JEWISH CHRONICLE a means for 
at least crying out against this evil, and preaching war against this ‘“‘ canker eating 
into the very vitals of Jewry.” 


Not Concerned With Eye-Wash." 
To the Editor.— [From “THIRD MAN,” Cricklewood. | 


Sik,—Your press-cuttings agency will, no doubt, have shown you that 
‘“Mentor’s ” stirring article has attracted attention outside the Jewish community, 
and that the general Press has not been slow to quote from it and use it as 
evidence against us. It will, therefore, not be burdening our imagination with too 
much to assume that many whose cheeks “ Mentor” has set burning are shaking 
their heads at his lack of tact and judiciousness. ‘‘ Are we not reviled and held up 
to scorn quite enough by our fellow-citizens of other creed? (Oh! what a 
mouthfal—why not ‘Christians’?). Was it necessary to place yet another 
weapon in their hands?” they willask. ‘‘ Supposing,” let them continae, ‘‘ that 
we shut our windows and pull down our blinds, so that passers-by cannot see us, 
will ‘Mentor’ leave us in peace with one grain of comfort in these days of stress 
and worry ?” | 

‘No, a thousand times no!” let them be answered. Let us go farther and 
tell them that even if they exchange their diamonds (or paste) and their after- 
Paris creations for jet and bombazine and bugles, or if others talk in railway 
carriajes of politics and art, instead of Rabber, the Rand, Grand Slams or Full 
Hands, they will still be playing fast and loose with the good name of the Jewish 
race as longas they allow their private lives to be carsed with the spirit of gambling. 
For we are not concerned with eye-wash; what our neighbours think is beside 
the question. What dves concern us is what is becoming of the spirit of Judaism 
whilst so many of its sons and daughters are drugging and stifling themselves with 
an evil which undeniably exists. 

Leaning upon a straw to justify themselves they may clutch ‘‘ Mentor’s” 
opening sentence, “Is the gambling spirit inherent in mankind?” and answer 
“Yes!” They may plead that life is all a» gamble. They may modernise 
‘“ Mentor’s " Cabots and Columbus and argue that Bonaparte gambled with the 
Russian snows, or Kruger with his German guns. After all, they might say that 
even if they were no better, they were certainly no worse thau the rest of 
humanity. They may have travelled and will tell you that all around the world 
mankind is animated with the spirit of chance. They, perhaps, have seen 
Orientals squatting in the sand gambling as to which blob of spittle a fly would 
settle on first. Coming to the other extreme they might have watched wealthy 
(consequently brainy) New Yorkers lolling in hotel courtyards and gambling on 
the number of cabs that rolled up. | 

Mere we have it. Are the gambling Jews simply in keeping with the rest of 
mankind? We need not trouble to answer “ Yes” or “No.” But it is for us to 
point out that the Jewish community is face to face with a rare opportunity to 
distinguish itself. Weare prone to feel good and to pat ourselves on the back 
when some stipendiary remarkg that drunkenness is rare amongst Jews. Let us go 
farther, and make it that gambling is not only rare but obsolete with us. The 
Jewish community has not produced many builders of bridges or eminent 
scientists. Neither in the playing-fields has it founda C. B. Fry or G. O. Smith, 
and the noted keen eye and sound judgment of the Jew has not yet enabled one of 
its race to be “chaired” at Bisley. Perhaps this is asking toomuch. At least 
we can distinguish ourselves in a negative sense, and it is open to North London 
(or for all that, South, West or East London), to rise to the occasion. 

By the way, honorary secretaries of defunct suburban literary and social 
societies must have found much food for thought in last week’s *‘ Communal 
Armchair.” 


The Jewish Express of Wednesday contained a strongly worded leading article 
on gambling, the writer discussing the remedies proposed by ‘‘ Mentor” in last 
week's JEWISH CHRONICLE against the evil. The Yiddish organ dwelt on the 


widespread proportions assumed by the gambling malady among Jews in the East, © 


North and West of London, even among the strictly orthodox. The devotion to 
card-playing and betting, wrote the journal, was partly responsible for the lack of 
communal workers. In the opinion of the Jewish Express, “‘ Mentor’s ” scheme of 
a Jewish anti-Gambling League was the best weapon against the evil. A general 
campaign from the pulpit, it maintains, would not reach the ears of many Jews. 
Nevertheless, states the writer, the Jewish Ministers are in duty bound to fight 
the malady.

As to Reform Judaism. 


‘“T have been reading what some American leaders—Dr. Leon Harrison: 
among them—have been telling the readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE,” said Dr: 
Mendes to our representative. ‘‘ But, if I may say so, they present only one side 
of the picture. What is known as Reform Judaism in America cannot in the 
nature of things be a permanent element in American Jewry. 

“T will try to explain why. First: Reform Judaism is a constant and an 
eternal compromise, an endeavour to meet the demands of those in whom the 
spirit of Judaism is at best aniemic and colourless. Persons of that mould of 
Judaism demand that the synagogue and its services shall meet their idiosyn- 
cracies and desires on pain of their leaving it altogether. There is consequently 
a species of unconscious blackmail set up, and the compromise is a yielding to 
this moral blackmail. The result is obvious. Once yielded to, the yielding has 
to go on, for the demand is always unsatisfied. 

‘There is first of all a demand for some small alteration in the ritual, 
or some small alteration in practice. ‘Concede this,’ it is said,and all will be well. 
There will be a renaissance of Judaism. , 

“ But time mercilessly proves that all is not well, and that the renaissance 
affects synagogue attendance but temporarily, and Jewishness of home and 
personal life not at all. A larger demand is made, conceded only to be proved 
equally futile. 

‘T remember one Simchat Torah evening an old and most respected member of 


_ the largest Reform Temple visited my synagogue and, after service, declared that 


at the morning service in his Temple (eighth day of Solemn Assembly and Sabbath) 
there had been hardly twelve real members of the congregation present, out of 
the three hundred or more who were there, but who were strangers, etc., attracted 
by the music or curiosity. 

‘A very few weeks later a member of the next largest Reform congregation 
answered me one Saturday night, that at that morning service there were about 
twenty of the real members present out of a considerable number of attendants. 

‘You must anderstand that both these congregations have freely conceded altera- 
tions in ritual and practice; spare no expense to have an artistic service; employ 
English in the ritual; have splendid organ music, mixed choirs, picked voices— 
even Christian singers on the ground that their voices are needed. But let any 
Reform Minister go over the list of his members and find out how many of those 
members are present on any ordinary Sabbath; with how many is absence the 
rule and attendance the exception; let him take the list of the founders 
and original members of his congregation, and find out how many or how few of 
their children and grandchildren live lives more Jewish or religious, i.¢., stand 
higher in communal or civic esteem, are more identified with Jewish philanthropic 
work, keep Sabbath more strictly, give their children a better religious education, 
and set them a better example than their brethren in synagogues where changes in 
ritual or practice have not been so freely conceded, and where artificial provocation 
of artificial devotion have not been so lavishly prescribed. Do not miss my point. 
Tadmit that the reform leaders were actuated ‘by the best of motives—to religionise 
their congregants. I admit that the same criticism may justly be made of many 
conservative or orthodox congregations. But I contend that Reform Judaism has 
failed in its highest and legitimate purpose—to produce a higher, a nobler type of

Jewish character, to re-enthrone Queen Sabbath, to raise the Jewish status by 
overcoming the growing anti-Semitism. It is not change of ritual or practice that 
is needed as much as change of heart. How to change hearts of stone into hearts — 
lg is the problem. And reform and orthodox must unite to find the 
solution. 7 

| Orthodoxy’s Vital Influence. 


“ Secondly, Dr. Harrison said to your representative, ‘ Orthodoxy has no vital 
influence on the development of the future of American Judaism.’ Iam not a 
prophet, and cannot speak positively of the future. But I know that there 
is so much vitality and virility in Orthodox Judaism that no man can measure its 
possibilities. One of your correspondents, my friend, Mr. §. 1. Hyman, answered 
this remark of Dr. Harrison with facts and figures that in New York alone ‘ we 
have over 100 Orthodox synagogues well attended by men who in the main are 
Sabbath observers; in Orach Chaim and Kehilath Jeshurun a membership of 
over 300 absolute Sabbath observers, Sabbath observance being a condition of 
membership, and an attendance of over 1,000 men and boys every Sabbath in 
Arverne, ® summer resort, 300-400 men every Sabbath ’—besides women and 
girls. In Arverne Synagogue 75,000 dols. was raised ‘ inside of half-an-hour for 
Jewish education and on the 8th day last Pesach, 25,000 dols. for Talmud 
Torah in K. Jeshurun. ‘We have,’ he adds, ‘sixteen Talmud Torahs in New 
York, some with 16,000 children in one afternoon’s sitting.’ 

“TI have only to add that the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations, which 
certainly has at heart ‘the development of the future of American Judaism,’ has 
recently sent deputations to Washington or Albany for the Russian questions or 
Sabbath legislation, has had correspondence with Senators in America and 
members of the House of Commons in England for United States or Canadian 
Jewish interests, has protected the honour of the Jewish name and voiced Jewish 
ideals in the United States, England, and Canada, founded a Congregation for 
adult deaf-mutes ; and established the Horeb Society for the Education of Jewish 
deaf-mute children, which within a short time rescued a magnificent insti- 
tution from being non-sectarian and made it strictly Jewish, has one of its officers 
at the head of a Sabbath-observance Society, and another in charge of a splendidly 
organised religious school, originated the movement for a Jewish Legisla- 
tive Council to protect Jewish interests in Canada, and by its Constitution favours 
the formation of local Jewish organisation for loca! Jewish interests. In the New 
York Kehilla, the Religious Interests Committee is practically a Committee of the 
Union by the personnel of its membership. 

“But all this has been done and is being done without notoriety in the American 
Jewish press. Nevertheless, the Reform Rabbis of the Eastern States have just 
organised for their own interests, and Dr. Kohler, leader of the American Jewish 
Reform, sent them a characteristic letter encouraging resistance to Orthodoxy’s — 
‘ aggressiveness.’ Who then can prophesy the future of American Judaism ? 


Changing Reform. 


“Thirdly. Dr. Harrison said ‘Reform Judaism holds the future of Judaism 
in its hands.’ Which Reform Judaism? That of the first movers, such as 
Carillon in Montego Bay, De Cordova in Kingston, and Posnansky in Charlestown, 
S.C., who asked for modest change of ritual or practice? Or the Reform Judaism 
of Isaac M. Wise who, in his ‘ History of the Israelitish People,’ speaks of Moses as 
an impostor, who argues that the dietary laws insisted upon by Ezekiel apply to 
priests only, and who magnanimously alluded to the affliction of his chief 
opponent, the Rev. Isaac Leeser, by calling him ‘the pockmarked Jew from 
Philadelphia’? Or the Reform Judaism of Dr. Kohler, present head of the 
Union College, whose Segens Jacob is called, in Lange and Schaff’s Commentary, 
‘rationalism run mad,’ because he represents the dying blessing of Jacob to his 
twelve sons as a hymn to the twelve signs of the Zodiac? Or the Reform Judaism 
of Dr. Hirsch, whose temple, closed on the Sabbath, proves the failure of Reform 
Judaism to honour Queen Sabbath? Or the Reform Judaism of those whose 
followers’ creed is the minimum of Jewishness with the maximum of liberty to 
do, live, eat as we please? Or the Reform Judaism of the many Reform Rabbis 
who are anti-Zionists, or the Reform Judaism of such Reform Rabbis as Dr. 
Heller, of New Orleans, or Dr. Gordon, of Montreal, who are pronounced 
Zionists ? | | 

“Reform Judaism changes. I do not think Dr. Kohler would write his Segens 
Jacob to-day. Iam sure he would oppose a transfer of Sabbath to Sunday. And 
I am inclined to believe that when he finds that true Zionism is not Palestinism, or 
the confinement of Jewish effort and idealism to Palestine, but the realisation of 
all the prophetic ideals which are associated with Zion but are meant for all man- 
kind’s benefit, so that by us, through us and with us, all the families of earth will 
be blessed; I say that when he realises that ‘ Palestine for the Hebrews’ means 
‘blessing for the world,’ he will not discharge professors from his staff because 
they are Zionists. The Reform Jews of America are undergoing achange. As 
Professor Gottheil stated in his interview with you, ‘There is a strong revolution 
against ultra-reform, and people are feeling that Reform has gone too far in hold- 
ing services in which there is very little to distinguish a Jewish service from @ 
mere ethical meeting. There is a very healthy movement among Reformers for 

ter insistence on practice as part of Judaism.’ 

“The bulk of American Jews belongs to the orthodox school, and day by day 
we see sigas of a revulsion from extreme Reform back to the old paths. Many 
and many a case is there in which the Minister of the congregation has gone much 
further than the bulk of his congregation cares tofollow him. . . .”

_ If still a secret, it is certainly an open one, that 
Mr, Lucien Wolf is mainly responsible for the draft- 
ing of the Memorandum on the Russian Passports 
Question, which has just been presented to the 
To few of our readers is it not 
known that for the past generation Mr. Wolf has 
been the Foreign Secretary of Anglo-Jewry. For 
longer than most people can remember, he has been 
one of the most useful of the members of the Con- 
joint Committee, the body that deals with the 
foreign relations of the community. In the publica- 
tion of “ Darkest Russia,” twenty years ago, and of 
the “Roumanian Bulletin” and “ Russian Intelli- 
gence,” more recently, he took a very prominent 
part. The recent resumé of the anti-Jewish legisla- 
tion at present in force in the dominions of the Tsar, 
“The Legal Sufferings of the Jews in Russia,” was 
compiled by Mr. Wolf, and the interview on the 
Jewish Question with M. de Plehve, which created 
80 great a sensation some years ago, will imme- 
diately occur to those whe are estimating the 
services of Mr. Wolf to Jewry. 


It was in connection with the preliminaries to 
the last-mentioned incident that Mr. Wolf was 
brought very closely in contact with the Passports 


for other purposes, Mr. Wolf applied in the ordinary 
course to the Consul-General in London for a visa 
of his passport. This was refused to him on the 
ground of his religion. Mr. Wolf, had, however, 
other means at his disposal than the London Consu- 
late. He left England without the visa, but his 
influence on the Continent was sufficient to obtain 
one for him before he reached the Russian border. 


_ The Rev. Jacob Phillips, who has just resigned 
his office with the Port Elizabeth ngregation, 
belongs to a family which certainly holds a record in 
Anglo-Jewry.

The Rev. Jacob Phillips is now in his forty- 
fourth year. Before going to South Africa, he had 
had a varied experience in his native land, having 


prominent part in public life. He is, or has been, 
a Justice of the Peace, a member of the local School 
Board, President of the local Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, Chairman of the 
United Services Association, and a manager of the 
Provincial Hospital and of the Schools on the Grey 
Foundation. Mr. Phillips’ departure from Port 
Elizabeth will thus leave several offices to be filled. 


Mr. Walter Goodman, death a

“ There have been many causes. For one thing, there is the natural Jewish 
feeling inherent in the Jew which will not allow a dilution of J udaism to stand 
for Judaism itself. Then again, there is the personal influence of such men as 
Dr. Schechter and Dr. Magnes, and others I could mention; and, again, there 1s 
the inconsistency of many of the Reform Rabbis which provokes ridicule, and 
nothing kills respect so quickly among the 0% polloi, i . 

“For example. One Reform Rabbi ridicules wearing the Tsitsith ; but he 
will wear a tassel on his college-cap. Another refuses to wear the Taleth in 
his temple, but he will regularly wear his masonic apron in his lodge; this one will 
not wear robes while officiating, but does not hesitate to wear them at his college 
commencement; that one denies the Divine inspiration of the Bible in its usual 
acceptation, but he does not hesitate to celebrate the festival of the Giving of the 
Law or the holy day of Atonement which rests upon the belief in Divine inspira- 
tion. All Reform Rabbis confirm children much too young to understand the 
binding solemnity of confirmation; and most Reform Rabbis, all of whom hate 
perjury and loathe being false to one’s conscience for the sake of money, tolerate in 
their choirs Christian singers, who sing on Saturday that God is their saviour and 
on Sanday to the Nazarene, their saviour, and who are thus false to their conscience 
for the sake of their pay. It is inconsistent for rabbis to stand for honour, loyalty, 
uprightness before God, and tolerate Jewish worship from Christian throats or 
hearts. One reform Rabbi once excused it to me on the ground that the singers 
were mere pieces of mechanism, like an orgau. Would he allow an immoral man 
or woman to sing jast because he or she had a fine voice ? . foe 

“Perhaps I ought to quote in this connection Dr. Gottheil’s remarks in his 
interview with you (July 26th), headed ‘ Anti-Semitism in the Land of Freedom.’ 
He said, ‘ There is in the United States a definite social ostracism of Jews. . 
Christians constantly show their preference for employing Christians, irrespective 
of the merits of Jews there are vast blocks of flats or mansions where 
the fact of a man being a Jew is an absolute bar to tenancy . no good 
private school will take more than a very small proportion of Jewish children.’ 
This is all only too true, and Jews are excluded from certain hotels, clubs, even 
golf-links, while feeling exists against them in regiments. . 

“Tg it not inconsistent for Reform Rabbis tosurrender Jewish ritual, practice, 
thought to American conditions, if conditions in America are nevertheless anti- 
Jewish? Christian employers who are anti-Semitic will not employ a Jew if he 
declares himself a Reform Jew. Jews are not accepted as tenants or as pupils or 
in hotels, or clubs, or on links, or in regiments becauss they are Reform Jews. 
So that Reform Judaism has not checked anti-Semitism. 

“The Professor said in that interview, ‘In 1873, when the Jawish population 
of the United States was not more than 100,000, anti-Semitism was unknown.’ 
But 1873 was just about the very time that Reform Jadaism became an organised 
body. If, with its growth, anti-Semitism has grown, in spite of its efforts to 
Americanise Judaism, there mast be something wrong somewhere with American 
Reform Judaism. 

Zionism in the States. 

‘One more cause of the revalsion of sentiment towards more Jewishness of 
life is the inflaence of Zionism as a call back to Judaism.” 

This statement appeared surprising in view of the generally recognised fact 


‘that the movement has not of late years shown great activity in the] United States. 


Dr. Mendes was asked if this was not so. 

‘Perhaps not what I may term the officially organised Zionism of the Zionist 
movement, but thera can b3 no question that the Zionist spirit—or perhaps one 
may put it another way—that spiritual Zionism will win in the United States 
ultimately, as in all lands. | 

‘“ What I term spiritual Zionism has given a new view to Jewish aspirations 
and Jewish habits, to the true position which Judaism should occupy. Men 
become, by its influence, proud of being Jews, and not anxious to merge their 
Judaism in Americanism. They see that they can best be loyal citizens of the 
Republic, can best serve the Republic, by being loyal to Judaism. That is a great 
and important gain. Tor it removes the last shred of argument in favour of the 
so-called Reformer. People see that there is nothing incompatible with loyalty to 
traditional Judaism and absolute loyalty to the American Republic, and, on the 
other hand—and this is important—they also see that there is nothing incompatible 
with orthodox Judaism and modern life. There are, of course, difficulties. ...” 

Alas! The difficulties confronting one who, amid modern conditions would 
remain orthodox, are not peculiar to America. The point was put to Dr. Mendes 
and iu the forefront of the difficulties the Sabbath question was mentioned. 

‘* Yes, the Sabbath question is naturally a very great difficulty,” conceded Dr. 
Mendes. “I need not labour the point because you have the same difficulty here 
in England. It is the bread and butter difficulty, or perhaps that difficulty with- 
out the butter. buat there is nothing even in the Sabbath difficulty safficient to 
warrant turning away from the old paths into the by-ways of American Reform. 
If people, for instance, find themselves absolutely debarred from observing the 


Sabbath in its entirety, as it should be observed, there is no 
reason why they should not respect the Sabbath as an _ institution, 
and pay to it all the deference they are able to in their lives. 


There is no necessity, for instance, for Jews to visit places of amusement on Friday 
evenings or to hold receptions and parties. Indeed, the exigencies of work and of 
living-earning seldom render it impossible for the Jew to observe the Sabbath Eve 
celebrations in his own home. The Kiddush can be said, the Sabbath Eve 
Prayers can be said, the family can be gathered round-the parental table, there 
can be each Sabbath Eve a religious re-union of the members of the family which 
seldom, if ever, need be interrupted by the exigencies of modern conditions of 
work and labour. Then again, there is the Sabbath afternoon when most men, 
even those who have to work on the Sabbath day, are free, and if possessed of a proper 
spirit they can turn to the Sabbath and observe ite bshests for at least part of the 


Sabbath time.” : 
‘*God’s Own Promise.’’ 


There appeared not the least evidence of anything like Jdespair on the part of 
Dr. Mendes for traditional Judaism in the United States. ; 

“Despair?” he cried, “emphatically not. On the contrary, I am of opinion 
and I speak from an experience extending over nearly forty years—that the 
only Judaism of the future, the only Judaism that possesses a future worth speak- 
ing of in America, or, for the matter of that, anywhere else, is traditional 
Judaism, or orthodox Judaism, as it is termed. We may—donubtless we shall— 
lose our peop!a stray away and go over. That, alas, 
is inevitable! But if we can succeed in retaining a strong and worthy’ 
of Israel the future of Israel can be in no doubt. . : rab 

“Orthodox Judaism has many, many faults to correct. @The> American 
Reform Judism has not shown us the effective ways to correct them. We must 
try other methods. Religion and every shade of religious opinion must be judged 
by the character it develops. Ido not see jthat Reform Judaism has developed 
a higher type of Jewish character. I believe that that form of Judaism, call it 
Reform, Radical, Conservative, Historical, Orthodox or Extremist Jadaism, call 
it what you will, which develops the highest type of Jewish character, will hold 
in its hand the future of Judaism in the United States and everywhere. 

“Let me sum up in conclusion my view of the future of Judaism. ‘My spirit 
which is upon thee, and My words which I have placed in thy mouth, shall not 
depart from thy mouth, nor from the mouth of thy seed, nor from the mouth of 
thy seed’s seed, saith the Lord, from now and until eternity.’ 

“Such is God’s own promise! And we may be sure that the Judaism which 
has in it the spirit of the Lord, the Judaism which means obedience, loyalty 


to His words—that is the Judaism of the future in the United Sta 
throughout the world.”

A Sermon for the Week.

THE TALMUD (V.). 


Charity in the Talmud is the subject of the present discourse. The 
Talmud was not able to add to what had already been set forth on this 
subject in the Bible, for no duty is more constantly emphasised in Holy Writ 
than that of helping the poor. The Rabbinical laws of charity are simply an 
application of the Mosaic and prophetic teachings to the altered circumstances 
ofa later age. Already in the times of the Mishna there existed an organised 
system of public charity. Every Jewish community appointed unpaid officers 
who were charged with the collection and distribution of charitable gifts. 
The name by which they were called APT¥ ‘N33 has survived in communal 
affairs down to the present day. In the Hebrew Bible P73 never 
means anything but “ righteousness.” Bat in post-Biblical times it cane to 
signify “charity ’’—a noble employment of the word, embodying the great 
principle that in extending help to the poor we'are merely discharging an 
obvious obligation; doing no more than our duty, because we are complying 
with the demands of justice. If the choice of words has any effact on 
character, we may be suré that the word APIS, which has been current 
among Jews for more than 2,000 years, has exerted no slight influence in 
moulding the Jewish character, and training successive generations of 
Israelites to regard charity as the foremost of religious duties. 


Collections for the Poor. 


The charity treasurers made two kinds of collections for the poor. One 
was a collection of food, distributed every evening to all comers, an etfort 
being made to provide each recipient with two meals. And every Friday the 
Overseers went round to collect contributions in money. The distribution of 
this fand was made once a week. ‘The rule was laid down that non- Israelites 
were to be relieved equally with Israelites, and that a woman's claim had 
precedence over that of aman. To avoid suspicion, the collectors of charity 
were not allowed to'separate while on their rounds. But so scrupulous were 
communities in selecting trustworthy men as Overseers of the poor that those 
appointed to the office were held in the highest honour. How greatly they 
were esteemed may be inferred from this circumstance. It was customary 
when a priest wished to intermarry with the family of another tribe to 
institute enquiries into the pedigree of the family to make sure that no 
blemish attached to anyone connected with it. But if the priest was marry- 
ing the daughter of one of these charity-treasurers, no such enquiry was 
necessary. The fact that he held such an office was sufficient guarantee that 
the reputation of the family was unimpeachable. ‘The contributions to the 
charitable fund were not entirely voluntary. A poor rate was levied 
upon householders, who were assessed in proportion to their means. A 
residence in the city for thirty days obliged a person to contribute 
to the money collection, one of three months, to the food collection. 
After six months’ residence he had to subscribe to the clothing fund, and after 
The authorities had power to enforce pay- 
ment, and to distrain the chattels of defaulters. This duty devolving upon the 
authorities of each city to leok after their own poor is quite logically based by 
the Mishna on the 21st chapter of Deuteronomy. There we read that if a 
person was found slain in a field, and his murderer was unknown, the elders 
and judges of the adjoining cities were required to perform a certain cere- 
mony and publicly to declare “ Qur hands have not shed this blood.” But, 
asks the Mishna, is it conceivable that men occupying such positions of 
honour would act as common murderers? No. But the authorities may 
have been indirectly responsible for the deed. They must be adjudged respon- 
sible if the man, slain by his own hand, or his desperate murderer, had applied 
to the authorities for charitable assistance and it had been withheld. Of such 
responsibility must the heads of a community clear themselves. 


Personal and Private Charity. 


The ameunt that a man should devote to charity was not precisely fixed. 
He was expected, however to give at least a tenth of his income to the poor. 
On the other hand, the Talmud—more practical than the New Testament— 
enjoins that no man should give away more than one-fifth of his property. 
One condition of private charity, on which the Talmud laid the utmost stress, 
was secrecy. “He who gives charity in secret,” it is said, “is 
greater even than Moses our teacher.” The Talmud is full of the 
tenderest considerations for the feelings of the poor. When R. Janai saw a 
man giving alms to a needy person in public, he said: “ You would do better 
not to give at all than to put the recipient of your bounty to shame.”’ In the 
Temple at Jerusalem there was a room set apart, called “ the chamber of the 
silent.’ Therein the pious deposited their charitable contributions in secret, 
and persons who had become reduced through misfortune were secretly 
assisted. Matthew, too. insists on the duty of secret charity. But the stand- 
point of the Christian writer is not identical with the Jewish point of view. 
Matthew says: “ When thou doest alms, sound not a trumpet before thee as 
the hyprocrites do in the synagogues and in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men.” . These words are evidently directed against the sin of ostenta- 
tion. They insist upon purity of motive as the first essential of charity. But 
the Talmud is chiefly concerned with the effect of charity upon its recipients. 
The difference in point of view is characteristic. Judaism regards actions 
objectively ; Christianity is subjective. It makes a minute analysis of the 
feelings of the agent, and thus tends to become morbidly introspective. But 
Judaism attaches chief importance to the practical effect of a man’s actions 
on other people. The benevolence it enjoins is a benevolence which will 
confer the most happiness or inflict the least pain on its object. Maimonides 
enumerates eight degress of charity. The first and lowest step is giving.with 
reluctance—the charity of the hand and not of the heart. Secondly comes 
the cheerfully bestowed charity—a charity, however, which is not propor- 
tioned to the distress of the sufferer. The third step is the charity which, 
while proportionate to his needs, has to be solicited. Then comes 
unsolicited charity; but being put into the poor man’s hand it causes 
him to feel ashamed. A higher degree of benevolence is attained 
when the poor know their benefactor, without being known to him, and a 
higher degree still, when the benefactor knows whom he is assisting, but 
remains unknown to the object of his charity. More meritorious still is it to 
dispense charity as was done in “the chamber of the silent,” where both 
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helper and helped remained unknown to one another. But the summit”of 
charity’s golden ladder is reached when it anticipates poverty by preventing it - 
when a man assists his brother by a loan, or by teaching him a trade, “or ,by 
putting him in the way of earning his livelihood. =: 


A Form of Sacrifice. 


Charity is often regarded by the Talmud as a forin of sacrifice. Indeed, 
one name given to the charity-box in ancient times was Korhan. As the 
sacrificial system tended to disappear from Jewis!: life, the Rabbins were 
anxious to transfer the religious enthusiasin of the people to other objects. So 
they taught that sacrifice could be replaced by prayer, by the study of the 
Law, by domestic religion, and lastlv, by charity. Being in the nature of a 
sacrifice, the valuable principle was laid down that he who exercises charity 
should be of unblemished character, and that the gift itself should be pure and 
undefiled. It should not represent the wages of sin or the proceeds of dis. 
honesty. Seven branches of charitable work are enumerated in the Rabbinical] 


writings. They are :— 
1. Feeding the hungry, and giving the thirsty to drink. 
2. Clothing the naked. 
3, Visiting the sick. 
4. Burying the dead, and comforting the mourners. 
5. Redeeming the captive. 
6. Educating the fatherless, and sheltering the homeless. 
7. Providing poor maidens with dowries. 


Here, as in other references to charity, one can trace the influence of 
Rabbinical teaching on the New Testament. Most of these forms of charity 
are alluded to in the well-known passage in Matthew: “I was hungered 
and ye gave me meat, I was thirsty and ye gave me drink, I was a stranger 
and ye took me in, naked and ye clothed me, I was sick and ye visited me, I 
was in prison and ye came unto me.” The Talmud drew a‘clear distinction 
between mere PTY or almsgiving, and the bestowal of personal kindness 
Opn My * A man,” it says, * gives a coin to a poor man, and is rewarded 
with many blessings. 
of sympathy as well.’’ Again, * Charity is offered with money, kindness with 
both one’s person and one’s money; charity is bestowed upon the poor, kind- 
ness upon both the poor and the rich; charity is offered to the living, kindness 
to both the living and the dead.”’ 


An Inexhaustible Theme. 


. The whole subject of charity furnishes the doctors of the Talmud with an 
inexhaustible theme. It is pre-eminent among virtues; the alpha and omega 
of the Torah; more efficacious than all the sacrifices that ever were broncht. 
The great problem which the existence of poverty presents, was not over- 
looked. “* Why,” asked Turnus Rufus of Rabbi Akiba, “does your God, 
being the lover of the needy, not Himself provide for their wants?’ Akiba 
replied, “God created the distinctions batween wealth and poverty so that 
the rich might have an inducement to help the poor, and the whole world 
thus become a household of love.” 
attention to the Scriptural passage, ‘* Happy is he who considereth the poor.” 
‘It is not written,’ they said, “who giveth to the poor, but who considereth 
carefully all their wants, and how those. wants may be most effectively 
supplied.’ And they applied the words in the Song of Songs, “ | sleep but my 
heart awaketh,” to the practice of charity. Israel may sleep, they said in 
regard to all the other duties of his faith, but when works of charity are to be 


perforined, he will show that his heart still beats true to the highest prompt- 
ings of religion.

The Jewish Community in Lisbon. 
[From a Correspondent. ] 


I took advantage of a brief stay at Lisbon a fortnight ago to acquaint myself 
with the affairs of the Jewish community in that lovely city, and for the informa- 
tion I obtained I am indebted to Mr. Isaac A. Levy (a cousin of Mr. Joshua M. 
Lavy, of London), its leading member. | 

The Jews in Lisbon number about 400 and they form the sole congregation in 
Portugal, Faro being the only other towo where Jews—iwo or three families only 
—reside. The congregation possesses a beautiful synagogue, which it had some 
difficulty in acquiring, for at the time when its establishment became a necegsity, 
the community, asa body, had no legal status and was therefore unable to own 
landed property. The difficulty was overcome by three or four gentlemen pur- 
chasing the site and handing it over as a gift to the Synagogue Committee. 

The overthrow of the Monarchy has considerably bettered the position of the 
Jews, for while under the former régime they were merely tolerated, under the 
Republic the community has been recognised as a legal corporation, and can 
possess land and funded property. The present synagogue cost over £8,000, 
nearly the whole of which was raised locally, some £300 having been contributed 
in London through the agency of a Committee of which the Haham, Mr. Elkan N. 
Adler and Mr. Joshua M. Livy were members. It was consecrated by the Rav. 
Joseph Benaim, the venerable Chief Rabbi of Gibraltar (whom I had the privilege 
of meeting subsequently while I was visiting the ‘““Rock”), and is, as I have 
already remarked, a beautiful structure, internally and externally. I counted 
thirteen Sephorim in the Ark, all of them ornamented with bells. The beauty of 
the synagogue is greatly enhanced by the large and magnificent garden—a wealth 
of colour—by which it is surrounded. The Jewish residents do not consist 
exclusively of Sephardim. They include a goodly number of Ashkenazim who, 
however, never set footia the synagogue, aot even on the Day of Atonement, though 
before the synagogue was built they sought to justify their abstention on the ground 
that they did not feel disposed to worship in an ordinary room. Ths commanity 
has no Rabbi, its religious needs being attended to by a Chazan and Shochet. Ia 
addition to the official Synagogue, there is a Minyan, that has been in existence 
over a hundred years, but it is not recognised by the community, which in addi- 
tion to its Synagogue, has a fine cemetery kept in a very good condition. 

‘Municipality of Lisbon places at the disposal of the Congregation a separate room 
in its splendid Abattoir for the purposes of Shechita, and there are other indica- 
tions of the fact that the Jews are held in high esteem by their Christian fellow 
citizens. | 

.There are not many resident Jewish poor, for whose benefit there exists a 
benevolent society and a soup kitchen at which meals are distributed every day 
throughout the year, except on Sabbaths, festivals and fasts. The community ig, 
however, put to considerable expense in dealing with poor transmigrants from 
Morocco, who are very numerous. Altogether I derived an excellent impression of 
Lisbon Jewry as the result of my conversation with Mr. Isaac: Levy, who is well 
known in London. 


Annual Meeting of the Jaffa Hebrew Gymnasium. 


The annual meeting of the Hebrew Gymasium in Jaffa, which was held 
recently, was attended by about sixty persons, including all the teachers and 
several supporters of the institution. Dr. Bogratschoff delivered the educational 
report, and stated that the year closed with 350 pupils, as compared with about 
250 last year. The accession of 100 pupils in the course of tweive months came 
for the most part from abroad. The children balonging to Jaffa number 146, of 
whom 109 live in Jaffa without their parents, 65 with their mothers in Jaffa, 
whilst their fathers follow their occupations abroad, and 20 come from the 
colonies. The register includes 115 girls. Only 217 pupils pay the entire school 
fees, whilst 75 pay only one half, and 48 have free tuition. ‘I'he accession of 100 
pupils in the past year was unevenly divided among the classes, the third and 
fourth receiving 17 each, whilst the fifth received 23 new pupils, bringing 
its total up to 51. Dr. Bogratchoff pointed out that the most important 


task they to deal with in the near future was the care of 
the foreign pupils. A  boarding-house had already been established, 
but it could only provide accommodation for 35 pupils for the 


present. The great bulk of the pupils from abroad are in a very wretched situa- 
tion, and it has been stated by the school doctor that these pupils had to suffer in

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health in contrast to the native pupils and those boarded in the Pension. Another 
question awaiting solution was the publication of school books, for which Mr. 
Jacob Schiff had given a donation of £200. 

Herr Scheinkin, the Chairman of the Executive Committee, presented the 
financial report which showed that the expenditure in the past year amouuted to 
£2,670. Particular interest attached to the figures of the Gymnasium Fund. 
£15,070 had been subscribed until now, of which £8,298 had already been received. 
About £4,800 had already been spent to cover the deficit as well as for propaganda 
purposes up to the present. Rg 

The meeting then discussed the question of the adoption of. bye-laws and the 
legislation of the Gymnasium. Both matters were referred to special committees. 
The following were elected members of the Executive Committee :—Messrs. Berlin, 
Ismoschick, Lew, Metmen, Scheinkin, and Schertok, as well as a representative 
of the Palestine Office and three representatives of the Parents’ Committee. Dr. 
Mossinsohn was appointed director of the school for the coming year. The 
general meeting which occupied three evenings, was preceded by conferences with

Death of a Venerated Salonica Rabbi.

The Kattowitz Emigrants. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


7 BERLIN. 

According to a dispatch to the Fran/:furter Zeitung from Silesia, ninety per 
cent. of the Polish Jews who had gone to work in the coal mines have returned to 
Russia. There are two reasons, the Frankfurter Zeitung says, which have caused 
the failure of a very promising beginning. First the bad health of the Polish 
Jews, and secondly, the hostile attitude of the native miners, the socialists and the 
Catholics, towards the immigrants. A large numbers of those who went to the mines 
were unable to do hard work, having been too badly nourished during their lives. 
Several of them broke down during the work and were brought into the local 
hospitals and subsequently sent home. The large portion of the remainder have 
been compelled to leave the mines on account of the disgraceful anti-Semitic atti- 
tude of the native miners. The employers, however, have done their best to 
satisfy the Jewish workmen, but the hostile attitude of the native miners has been 
too much for the employers. ‘The returned Jewish workmen are complaining of 
not having had the opportunity to living as orthodox Jews, and they found it 
impossible to obtain kosher meals as had been promised. 


Reference, readers will remember, was made to the placing of Jews in the 
mines in the course of an interview which appeared in our issue of June 14th last, 
after the Conference at Kattowitz. Herr A. Griinbaum, a founder of the Agudas 
Yisroel and Vice-President of the Conference, informed our representative at the 
time that “in the neighbourhood of Kattowitz there are a number of mines, and, 


through the influence of the Conference, we have been enabled to arrange so that 


some five or six hundred Jews can be employed in the mines and yet have freedom 
to observe Sabbaths and Festivals. That is a small thing from one point of view 


—from the point of view of the world—but it is a big thing from the point of 
view of this centre of Jewry.” | 


The Situation in Morocco,

| _MOGADOR.. 

The Jews of Mogador have learnt with a sigh of relief that the Jews of Agadir 
have at last left that fortress. 

M. Marc, the French Consul, through members’ of the Jewish community in 
Mogador, had advised the Jews of Agadir not to remain there. On receiving the 
message, they wanted to leave with all haste, for all the time a French warship 
was bombarding various points on the Sus Coast. Hadj Hassan, Caid Guellouli’s 
Khalifa, however, refused to allow them to depart. The poor Jews were in great 
distress. Not only did they fear for their lives, should a bombardment of Agadir 
take place, but they could not even obtain water, as water is to be found only at 
Foonti, the village that nestles at the base of the mountain, on the summit of 
which the fortress and town of Agadir (where the Mellah is) are situated. At 
Foonti, inhabited hitherto by Moors only, there is a water spring, acceasible by a 
flight of stone steps said to have been built by the Portuguese. There are two 
reservoirs there, one for human beings, the other for animals. It is from the 
latter, and front the latter only, that the Jews were allowed to draw water; and 
even this was now inaccessible ! | 

It is therefore with thankfulness that the Jews of Agadir have at last been 
allowed to flee from their homes. And they have presumably taken their belong- 
ings with them. They and the Jewish community of Mogador have reason to be 
thankful to M. Marc for the humane precaution he took to have the Jews of 
Agadir removed before the fortress was likely to be bombarded. 

The Jewish community in Agadir was a small one—numbering about 250 
souls—and a very poor one at that. When I was in Agadir last year, I was not 
able to study the conditions under which they lived, as much as I would have 
liked to do, for the reason that, at that time, fever and small-pox were raging. 
But I learnt about the water. I tried to remedy the situation, but found that my 
stay there was not long enough to enable me to overcome the prejudice of the 
Moorish population. I succeeded, however, in doing one thing, namely, having 
the reservoirs thoroughly cleansed. This the local authorities promised me to 
have done, and they kept their promise, but as they did not pay the workmen, 
M. Fleury, a French engineer who was there, and I, paid them. It was not much, 
labour then being so cheap in Agadir. The cleansing was well worth the money, 
for the water had been in a terribly foul condition.

The proprietors had 
sold the 1901 vintage to Bordeaux dealers, but did not allow the wine to be bottled 
at the chateau. The wine dealer consented to deliver within a week all papers, 
lists, and labels in which the wine is referred to as having been bottled at the 
chiteau, to pay one franc (10d.) damages, and £20 for every infraction of this 
undertaking. The court delivered judgment accordingly; awarded plaintiffs

At Radom, 150 Jews are seriously ill as a result of having eaten poisoned 
food. Two of them have already died. 

The Government is preparing a new law on the regisiration of Jewish births, 
with the intention of making it obligatory for the Crown | abbis to register Jewish 
children who are not admitted into the Abrahamic covenant. 

Attacks, resulting in severe fighting, by Real Russians on Jews have taken 
place in the Ekaterinoslav central park and in an Odes:. tramway car. 

The Jewish ex-soldiers who reside at Odessa have asked for permission to 
advance the scheme for the building of a synagogue in memory of the 1812 war. 

A Froebel Kindergarten, where the instruction will be imparted in Hebrew, 
will shortly be opened at Lodz. 

From statistics it is gathered that 765,531 Jews left Russia during the last 
twelve years. 

The semi-official Novoe Vremya, following the Rossii, has also attacked the

News from all Quarters. 

The nineteenth annual meeting of the Gemiluth Chassodim in connection 
with the Witwatersrand Hebrew Benevolent Association, was held on July 28th, 
at the Hebrew High School. This Society has helped many hundreds of poor people 
to become independent. Mr. B.S. Guinsberg, president, in moving the adoption 
of the report and balance-sheet, said that during the past year 288 loans were 
granted, amounting to £7,570. The amount outstanding at the end of the financial 
year was £5,224. The amount of the loans advanced were from £5 to £60. Since 
the inception of the Society the loans granted totalled £55,418, the repayments 
amounting to £48,594. The chairman praised the members of the committee for 
the energy and zeal displayed by them. The following were elected :—Mesars. 
B. 8. Guinsberg, president; J. Kark, treasurer; J. Bagg, hon. secretary; A. 
Rogaly, hon. auditor; and a committee. 

A village in the county of Maramaros, in Hungary, has been burned down and 
eighty Jewish working-class families, comprising three hundred souls, have lost 
all their possessions. The destructive fire broke out at mid-day, when all the 
adult population was busy at work, and as the houses were built of wood nothing 
could be saved. Hundreds of children are running about begging for food. Dr. 
Samuel Danzig, Chief Rabbi of Maramaros Sziget, will be glad to receive con- 
tributions towards relieving the misery of the victims. 

Rabbi Fyne drew up the form of service, composed a special prayer in Hebrew 
and English, and delivered a sermon at the laying of the corner-stone of the new 
synagogue at Ottawa, reported in our issue of the 2nd inst. Rabbi Fyne’s Zionist 


_ Sermon was preached in his own synagogue on the eve of the Zionist Convention. 


At Parys (Orange Free State Colony) there exists a Jewish Benevolent Society 
which was founded a few years ago. The Jewish residents (a correspondent 
writes) have also started a congregation. We are losing one of the founders of the 
Society, Mr. Rudolf Flink. We sincerely regret that he is leaving our town, for 
he was a true friend and fellow-worker. We presented him with an address as a 
token of our esteem. Our chairman, Mr. P. Katz, in presenting the address, 
spoke highly of Mr. Flink’s character and thanked him for his past services as 
hon. secretary and for procuring a burial ground for the Jews. In his reply Mr. 
Rudolf Flink said that he was leaving a good successor as secretary in Mr. I. 
Sagorsky. Mr. H. Feldman and Mr. 8S. I. Hahn also spoke. The address sets 
forth Mr. Flink’s services and is signed by the chairman, the new hon. secretary, 
and the treasurer, Mr. S. I. Hahn. |

GERMAN JOURNALISTS AND ANGOLA. 
To the Editer.—[From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


SIR,—I am glad to know that Mr. Zangwill has at last discovered an elemept 
of criticism in the article of the Frankfurter Zeitung. I doubt not that when 
reading the article again he will find something more than a mere element of 
criticism in it. In spite, Sir, of the claim of Mr. Zangwill that I have misrepre- 
sented the contents of the article in question, I respectfully maintain that 
what I wrote is to be found in that article. Mr. Zangwill is mistaken if he 
supposes I am influenced by any feeling against him or even against the Ito per se, 
but I deemed it my duty to convey faithfully the sentiment of the paper referred 
to concerning his Angoia project. Should Mr. Zangwill still for a moment doubt 
the real meaning of the quoted article and the real attitude of the great Liberal 
organ towards his scheme, he would do well to read two other artitles in the same 
paper on the same subject, one of which appeared on August the 6th and the other on 
August the 22nd. The first of these two articles deals with the attitude of the 
Portuguese towards the Angola scheme. I quote here some passages of the article 
in its original text :— 7 | 

“In Portugal steht man dieser Colonisation mit sehr geteilten Meinungen 
gegeniiber. In der Presse wird besonders ein das Hochland von Judia ‘ iiber- 
schriebener Artikel in der grossen Lissaboner Zeitung,’ Diario de Noticias, vom 29 
Juli, sehr beachtet, in dem u.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


JEWISH COLONISATION ASSOCIATION. 
The Council of Administration of the Jewish Colonisation Association has 
this week issued the annual report, which was formally presented to the annual 
meeting held on the 7th of last month. At that meeting the Chairman reviewed 
the various branches of the Association’s labours, and an abstract of his statement 
appeared in our issue of the 12th ult. The annual report naturally enters into 
fuller details of the operations in Argentine, Brazil, United States, Canada, Russia, 
Roumania, Galicia, Palestine, Cyprus, and Turkey in Asia and in respect to 
emigration, and covers upwards of 360 pages, 100 more pages than the previous 
year’s report. We summarise below the salient features of that portion of the 
work of the Association which is carried on in the New World. 
The Argentine. 

The idea of the formation of model farms destined to accelerate the progress of 
the colonists, says the report, has often presented itself to the minds of the Council; 
but each time administrative or practical difficulties have stood in the way of 
its realisation. This year, however, the idea has been realised in another form. 
In each colony, with the exception of Moisesville and Bernasconi, a group of three 
or four former pupils of the Agricultural Schools have been installed. These 
young men are furnished with a home, implements, and cattle. They are occu- 
pied in market gardening, in creating poultry-yards, nurseries, and orchards; in a 
word, in fulfilling the conditions necessary to the prosperity of an inhabitant of 
this region. It is easy to understand that the proximity of these agricultural 


experts is advantageous to the colonists. They find there the best proof that it is 


possible to exist on a very limited area of land, and it is hoped that gradually they 
will adopt a more rational system than the one hitherto in operation. Another 
gratifying movement is the desire of the colonists to give an agricultural training 
to their children, and on every side the ways and means are being studied to give 
satisfaction to their wishes in this respect. 

EXTENSION OF TERRITORY. 

The Council is endeavouring every year to extend the area of its activity in 
the Argentine. As all the allotments in the Bernasconi Colony are occupied 
other land has to be found suitable for the reception of the immigrants who are 
awaiting installation. To this end the estates of Palmar and Yatay, situated 
near the Entre Rios Colonies, will soon be populated. In these colonies the reform 
will be applied of giving the agriculturists a more reduced area, and to grant to 
each holder not more than 100 hectares (1 hectare equals 2 acres, 1 rood, 35 
perches). While colonising the lands already in the possession of the Association, 
the Council contemplates acquiring additional property. The Dora estate, 
situate in the province of Santiago del Estero, appeared to the Council 
to offer all the advantages of a colony which lends itself to the 
higher forms of agriculture. Already a hundred families have been 
settled on a surface of twenty-five hectares to thirty hectares per colonist on the 
3,000 hectares purchased on this property. Hitherto the administration has pre- 
ferred, for many reasons, to give larger areas to the colonists. At Dora irrigation 
renders higher agriculture possible, and the system of irrigation, which has been 
installed, offers a remedy for the lack of rain during the winter. The colonists 
settled at Dora have been carefully chosen. A selection made among the agri- 
cultural labourers at Moisesville or other estates and comprising agriculturists 
accustomed to cultivating lucerne affords hope of .satisfactory results. It can 
already be said that agricultural work was undertaken in the very first weeks, 
that the surfaces sown meet the requirements of the colonists, and that the future 
appears full of promise. It will be understood that this experiment in colonisa- 
tion for the purpose of the higher forms of agriculture is of importance tc the 
Association, for, as the price of land in the Argentine is increasing daily, it will 
soon be possible to give the colonists only a restricted area. It is desirable, 
therefore, that the new régime should at once be brought into operation. 

POPULATION OF THE COLONIES. 

On the 3lst December, 1910, the Argentine colonies had a population of 
21,115 souls (3,777 families). This figure included 6,826 non-colonists. Statistics 
made up to the 3lst December, 1911, show a total population of 20,038 (3,619 
families). The non-colonists account for 4,777 individuals (800 families) out of 
this number. It will thus be seen that the population has slightly decreased. 
This decrease does not apply to the colonists, but to immigrants. who do not come 
to the colonies in such large numbers as heretofore. The Council not only is not 
surprised at this fact, but regards it as normal. As a matter of fact, 
the majority of the colonists possess a staple ensemble of agricultural 
labourers. It would be a pity were the population of non-colonists to develop 
there too largely. At the present day, moreover, thanks to the efforts of the 
Association, the Russian Jew is aware that outside the centres created by it there 
are other regions in South America where he can prosper. Gradually immigra- 
tion will be regularised ; the large cities will not alone absorb the Jewish element, 
which is spreading all over the Republic, devoting itself sometimes to agricultural 
undertakings, but also to commercial occupations. 

THE COLONIES’ PRODUCTS. 

With. regard to the area sown, the agriculturalists in the colonies have 
devoted a, considerable area to growing flax. This is especially noticeable in the 
Entre Rios colonies and in Moisesville. In the latter colony only 1,930 hectares 
are devoted to wheat growing, whereas flax occupies 8,505 hectares. At Clara the 


area. If the colonists at Entre Rios are momentarily neglecting cattle breeding 
they are introducing into their methods of cultivation methods of improvement, 
which cannot be too highly commended. The growing of oats, with the primary 
object of supplying fodder, has assumed a wide extension in the Lucienville 
Colony (3,462 hectares in 1911, against 1,921 in 1909.) At Clara, out of a total 
surface of 37,571 hectares sown with wheat, only 25,376 hectares were productive, 
the loss being occasioned by the ravages of locusts. The prices realised have 
risen. The produce represents a total value of 1,525,000 dols., and the expendi- 
ture is estimated at 627,390 dols., leaving a profit of 827,610 dols., or an average 
of 1,579 dols. for each colonist. Some, however, were fortunate enough to make 
between 4,000 dols. and 5,000 dols. and even more. In addition the profits resulting 
to those colonists who own poultry yards may be estimated at 20,000 dols. The 
cultivation of lucerne shows increases in the various colonies. 

The total quantity of milk received by the three dairies at Clara amounted to 
476,619 litres, and the sum received by the colonists (200 in number), was 17,821 


diminution is due to cattle being decimated owing to droughts and distempers. 
Every year there is an augmentation in the amounts received from the 
colonists towards the redemption of their debts contracted at the time of their 


original installation. In 1911, the total amount thus repaid in the seven colonies was 


687,209 dols. against 534,429 dols. in 1910. The exactitude with which these pay- 
ments are made corresponds to a régime of regular work. The Council is happy to 
state that even in years not so good the colonists make a point of meeting their 
obligations. Generally, the situation of the colonists appears to be satisfactory. 
The educational work is developing normally. In 1910, the 50 schools had 
3,538 pupils and 153 teachers; for 1911, the figures were 54 schools, 3,636 pupils 
and 172 teachers. The defects in the Hebrew teaching have been remedied. 
The work of the Co-operative Societies receives commendation in the report. 
These societies, in addition to their direct purposes, look after the sanitary and 
hospital services and bear the expense. At Lucienville, the Society has built a 
hospital at a cost of 60,000 dols., the whole of which, with the exception of 12,000 


dols, lent by the Association, was provided from the funds of the Society itself,

Brazil. 


The situation of the Philippson Colony is now completely stable. The exodus 
of families has been definitely arrested, and there is now an agricultural centre 
perfectly organised, the members of which can provide for themselves, and which 
appears able to develop normally. The Colony comprises 301 souls, forming 56 
families, 50 of which possess allotments. The spirit animating the colonists 
appears to be very assuring. Daring the last two years their economic position has 
been sensibly improved, and all the colonists without exception can exist from 
their own resources. A good number of them, in fact, are in very comfortable 
circumstances. Every year the colonists increase the area of the ground sown. 
The land under cultivation in 1911 was 503 hectares, against 344 hectares in 1910. 
Further progress is being made in the agricultural methods of the colonists. 
Work is being more systematically performed, so that the soil yields better 
produce every year. Last vear’s results were most encouraging, especially as 
regards the prices realised, maize having been sold at 9,000 reis to 10,000 reis per 
sack of sixty kilogrammes, whereas the ordinary sale price of a sack is 4,000 
to 6,000 reis. The manual labour is performed by the sons of the 
colonists who had momentarily left the estate to try their fortune in 
‘ neighbouring towns. The constant drought was responsible for a slight 

diminution in the result of the harvest. The condition of the cattle 
(2,073 head, or 371 more than in the previous year) is most satisfactory. 
The profits which each colonist derives from his cattle are considerable. The 
number of tobacco planters has not increased and the produce has been of the 
same quality as last year. Thanks to the formation of a syndicate the conditions 
of the sale of tobacco have somewhat improved. The dairy has been in operation 
some months. Of twenty-seven colonists who entered into contracts twenty-two 
have paid the whole of the annual instalments. ‘The few others were prevented 
from doing so by unavoidable circumstances. All the payments are made spon- 
taneously. The school is attended by forty to forty-five pupils. They learn 
Portuguese and their progress in Hebrew has been appreciable. 

At the end of 1910, the Association acquired the property known as (uatro- 
Irmaos situated in the Department of Passo-Fundo. It measures 92,000 
hectares, of which more than 40,000 hectares are forest land. It is intended to 
start operations with some fifty colonists recruited from the colonies in the Argen- 
tine, who have asked to be sent to Brazil, the results of the harvest in the 
Philippson Colony and the works undertaken at ()uatro-Irmaos having convinced 
them that their future would be as assured in Brazil asin Argentina. The region 
in Which the new property is situated is developing daily. ()uatro-Irmaos is 
surrounded by colonies installed under the auspices of the Government of Brazil. 


United States. 


The undertakings which the Association has supported in the United States 
are among the first in which it interested itself. All have as their object to come 
to the aid of the honest and courageous Jewish immigrant who is anxious to earn 
a living and to assure the existence in his new country of those dependent upon 
him. Well established on very wide bases, but perfectly defined, they complete 
without overlapping each other. To the immigrant who does not know where to 
go, to the workman who is badly paid and badly lodged and who is desirous of 
forming a new home in one of the less congested towns in the interior, the Indus- 
trial Removal Committee offers its services. The very young immigrant who is 
withouta trade, and wishes to be trained, will receive that training in one of the 
two large technical schools of the Baron de Hirsch Fand. Finally, the agricul- 
turist, or the immigrant who wishes to become one, turns to the Jewish Agricul- 
tural and Industrial Aid Society, where he receives the best advice, always 
useful assistance, and the most valuable encouragement. 

The year 1911 was a normal one. But if the American societies did not during 
the twelve months have to fight against exceptional difficulties, such as they 
experienced formerly, especially when industrial crises ravaged the country or 
pogroms caused an innumerable influx of immigrants, they have not been content 
with merely discharging their routine duties. All of them progressed forward 
during the year, the new features including more simple and complete arrange- 
ments to receive the immigrants, enlargement of the technical schools, and the 
organisation of a loan fund destined to render great services to Jewish cultivators. 


Canada. 


The Association has been directly represented in Canada for the past five 
years by the Canadian Committee, which, while continuing to hold relations with 
the Baron de Hirsch Institute in Montreal, depends entirely on the Association, 
and undertakes at its expense the reception and placing of immigrants and the 
supervision of the schools and colonies which it supports. | 
_ From the point of view of Jewish immigration, 1911 was a normal year in 
Canada as in the United States. If no fresh exceptional regulations have to be 
recorded, there has been not the slightest relaxation of the measures which 
regulate the admission of Jews into Canada. The vexatious formalities 
referred to in the last annual report continue to be rigorously enforced. The 

number of Jews who during 111 landed at the different ports of the Dominion 
was 5,044—1,5888 males, 1,584 females and 1,572 children below the age of twelve, 
against 5,213 in 1910. Of the new-comers 2,843 applied to the Canadian Com- 
mittee at the ports or to the Labour Bureau. Thanks to the good offices of these 
bodies, 1,635 of them were placed in Montreal itself or in its environs, in work- 
shops, commercial houses, etc. While there was a diminution of the number 
placed as compared with 1910, more were sent to the provinces (Winnipeg, 
Calgary, Alberta, Toronto, and Quebec). In order to complete the work for the 
disposal of the immigrants and to assure a rapid decentralisation, ihe Association 
last year decided to found the agency at Winnipeg, the creation of which it had 
contemplated for some years past. The preliminary steps have been taken, an 
agent has been appointed, and premises have been secured. 


The constant progress of Jewish agriculture in Canada and the development 
of the colonies in that country in which the 


( Association is interested inspired the 
Council last year with the desire to prepare for the fature by acquiring at the pre- 
sent time land suitable for cultivati 


on which could easily be ceded on 
advantageous terms to the ever-increasing number of immigrants who are being 
attracted to the fertile regions in the West. On the advice of the Canadian Com.- 


mittee and after an inspection undertaken by its agents, who were accompanied 
by an expert, the Association last year purchased 4,060 acres in British Columbia 
situated on a branch of the British Columbia Southern Railway. 

Although the year was more than mediocre from the point of view of harvest, 
there has been an important increase in the number of Jewish cultivators in the 
area which they cultivate. In 1911 the number of agricultural undertakings was 
828 against 777 in 1910, and @ population of 3,842 against 3,020 in the previous 
year. The area occupied has increased from 121,404 to 135,534 acres. The 
repayments, unfortunately, were not marked by the same degree of progress. 
They were less than in 1910, owing to the bad harvests which caused bitter 
disappointment throughout Western Canada. The premature fall of snow, on the 
other hand, seriously affected threshing operations and caused heavy losses. 

Following these general remarks, particulars are given in the report with 
reference to the situation of the groups of old colonies at Bender (fifty-six miles 
south of Winnipeg), Hirsch and Oxbow (where the value of the land bas been 
enhanced by the construction in their proximity of two new railways), Qu’ Appelle 
and Wappella; and of the new colonies at Edenbridge, New Herman and Alsask 
(Saskatchewan), Trochu Valley (Alberta) and in the province of Quebec. At 
Sainte Agathe des Moats, one of the centres in this province, on a site bslonging 
to the Association, has been erected the Mount Sinai Sanatorium for tuberculous 
patients, which was founded by the Jewish community of Montreal.

Mr. J. H. Levy and Shechit a. 


To the Editor.—[{From Mr. J. H. LEVY, 11, Abbeville Road, S. W.! | 


Str, —The account which your correspondent gives of the part I took in the 
Zurich Congress is an entire misrepresentation of fact. He (or she) says that 
‘* Fraalein von Konow denounced the tenacious adherence to this old custom,” 7.e., 
Shechita, and that “Mr. J. H. Levy (London) agreed with her and stated that, as 
a Jew, he did not see the worth of the religious foundation of Shechita. Were not 
the horrors of the Inquisition also said to be of God’s command? He maintained 
that the correct interpretation of the Mosaic code did not refer to Shechita but to 
the avoidance of the consumption of animal flesh. He offered Friulein von 
Konow his support in order that her battle against Shechita might also be carried 
on in England.” 

There is not a vestige of truth in these statements. Miss von Konow had 
given me assurances that she had no wish to interfere with orthodox Jewish custom. 
Her sole object was to ensure the use of the stunning instrument, and this by 
(;entiles as well as by Jews, not only for oxen and sheep, but also for pigs. It 
was on this ground that I stayed at the Congress a day longer than I had intended, 
in order that I might support Miss von Konow’s appeal ; and I shall repeat this 
whenever I get a chance, till the end is attained. I disclaimed any intention of 
discussing the religious foundation of Shechita, which woald, I contended, be oat- 
side the province of the Congress; but I argued that, whatever this might be, 
Shechita had developed on hygienic and humanitarian lines. This was met with 
loud cheers. I said not a word about “ the correct interpretation of the Mosaic 
code” or that this referred “ to the avoidance of the consumption of animal flesh.” 
What I did say was correctly summarised in your issue of the 16th inst. I told 
the Congress that the root meaning of trifa is “torn”; and that the Biblical 
proscription of that which is “torn of beasts,” as an article of food, was evidently 
in the interest of the lower animals. I did not speak of Miss von Konow's “ battle 
against Shechita” or offer her my support in sach a battle; for I knew that she 
was.carrying on no such warfare. 

She was responsible for the first resolution on this subject, and this alone. 
Had she originated the second, or even voted for it, all farther co-operation 
between her and me would be atan end. As you have already recorded, I voted 
against it; and I should have spoken against it had I known early enough its exact 
nature. But there was much “confusion of tongues” at this part of the proceed- 
ings, and I missed my opportunity for speech. Of this I am convinced—that if I 
could address the same set of persons as were present at this Congress, I could 
carry a negative to this second resolution by an overwhelming majority. 

And now a word or two as to my position towards Shechita. I need scarcely 
say that [ own no allegiance to it, or to the dietary laws generally. At the same 
tirhe, I am thoroughly in accord with the main contention of the admirable letter 
of the Rev. Harry 8. Lewis, which recently appeared in your columns. That 
letter was reprinted in the Humanitarian, and has done much to win respect, for 
some Jews at least, from those who are leading the van in moral progress. I am 
not a vegetarian, except in aspiration. I regard vegetarianism as premature ; 
but I look forward to the day when the dietetic problem may be solved, and 
when we shall no longer feed on the corpses of our slaughtered fellow-sentients. | 
agree with Mr. Lewis that the spirit of Kashruth is to be found in this 
development. | 

But though I-own no fealty to Shechita, I am prepared to maintain the 
religious freedom of those who do. Orthodox Jews are within their rights 10 


claiming full liberty to kill animals for food in their own fashion, so long as they 


avoid the infliction of unnecessary pain. A mode of slaughter which. yesterday 
was legitimate might to-day be illegitimate; for so soon as any means is discovered 
for abolishing any portion of the pain of slaughter, the infliction of that pain 
becomes unnecessary, and therefore cruel. Jt is for this reason that the use of the 
stunning instrument has become imperative. I hope that some of the more 
enlightened Rabbis will see this, that they will authorise its adoption as a preli- 
minary of Shechita, and that a struggle that is doing vast injury to the Jewish 
name will thus be ended. The Rabbinical prohibition of anything being done to 
the beast as a preliminary to Shechita was probably intended to prevent any 
mutilation of the animal precedent to slaughter ; and the Rabbis may therefore well 
authorise the use of the stunning instrument, not only as not coming within the 
spirit of this prohibition, but as serving to carry out the very object for which 
this rule was framed. 


Jews and Kindness to Animals. ' 
To the Editor.—{From Mrs. FLORENCE LEWIS.]) 


S1R,—The discugsion in your journal evoked by the Congress of the World 
League against Vivisection, at Zarich, may do some good if it will help us to con- 
sider the claims that animals should have upon our consideration and kindness. 

As to the killing of dumb beasts for food, the majority are still of the opinion 
that flesh eating is necessary for their physical welfare, although, if we may 
judge from the growing number of people who live upon a non-flesh diet and are 
quite as strong and fit as those who feed on flesh, fish and fowl, it seems that the 
dream of the few to-day promises to become the realisation, in a not far distant 
to-morrow, of the many. 

The same thay be said of viviséction. Diverse are the opinions with regard 
to it. There are men and women amongst us who condone the practice because 
they are under the impression that it is necessary in order to prevent human 
suffering. Others would not, even if they could, purchase health or even life itself, 
at the cost of a single sentient creature’s anguish, because to do so would be con- 
trary to the higher instincts of their moral and spiritual nature. We may hold 
that such opinions are not altogether “foolish and sentimental” as some would 
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have us believe, for they are shared and expounded by many of the good and wise 
of every country. Religious teachers of various creeds cherish these ideals of love 
and mercy towards the lower animals, while all tene physicians have ever pointed 
out that the only way to gain good health is by eating pure food, breathing fresh 
air, and by having the right attitude of mind which makes self-reverence and 
restraint our best defences against disease. Yet, however much many abhor the 
thought of cruelty to animals under any circumstances. they must not forget that 
those who kill them for food deem it a necessity for humanity, and that the 
vivisector claims & similiar justification. But there is a cruelty towards dumb 
creatures which has no such excuse, and to our shame it must be confessed it is 
caused by women for no higher purpose than personal adornment and fashion. 
I refer to the wholesale slaughter of birds, and to the cruel killing of various 
animals for their skins. There is, of course, much controversy concerning the 
way in which furs are obtained, but would it not be more merciful if, before 
decking ourselves out in the skins of animals, we made sure that no needless 
suffering has been entailed? Is it worth while that, in order to satisfy the dictates 
of fashion » we women should allow millions of birds to be killed so that we may 
wear their mutilated bodies on our hats? Being tender-hearted, we could not 
bear to see the atrocious cruelties that take place, so we employ men, who must 
have every finer feeling of their being blunted, to obtain our millinery for us. 
The birds are killed in the breeding season, their plumage being then at its 
loveliest, and women are thus responsible for the lingering death from starvation 
and cold of countless little nestlings. This is not merely a question of sentiment, 
for, by encouraging this wholesale and useless destruction of winged creatures we 
are, 48 SO many scientists have already pointed out, seriously interfering with the 
economy of nature which ordains :— | 
That nothing walks with aimless feet - 
That not one life shall be destroyed 
, Or cast as rubbish to the void. : 

Surely kindness toward animals ought te appeal to the Jewish heart even 
more strongly than to any other, for our Scriptures abound in passages bearing on 
the subject. Who does not know that sweet story of old—of Eliezer’s search 
for a wife for the son of his beloved master? Perhaps the true and faithful 
servant thought the responsibility too great to bear alone, for we read of him 
praying in simple faith to God for guidance. What are the qualities he deems 
Not alone that she shall be gentle 
towards man, but that she shall also show kindness and mercy towards the beasts 
of burden! 

“The damsel to whom I shall say: Let down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that 
I may drink, and she shall say: * Drink, and I will give ty camels drink also.’ ” 

The great Hebrew prophet, when he painted in glowing and exyuisite language 
his vision of an ideal time, thought not only of human beings, but dreamed of the 
calf and the young lion, the bear and cow dwelling unharmed “in the mountain of 
the Lord.” | 

The season is very near at hand when we shall be seeking mercy at the 


Throne of God, appealing to that Divine Spirit of compassion and forgiveness ! 


Can we confine the mercy of God to man only, and can we with consistent hearts 
pray to him for ourselves, when arrayed in garments or ornaments wrested in 
cruelty from the creatures of his love ? 


BOROUGH NEW SYNAGOGUE. 


PRESENTATION TO MR. MOSS BENJAMIN. 


A pleasing function took place last Sunday at a meeting of the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Borough Synagogue, when Mr. Moss Benjamin. of 175, Sutherland Avenue 
: was presented with a portrait of himself, which 
is to be hung in the Committee Room of the 
synagogue, . The presentation was nade by Mr. 
. Bernhardt Cohen, one of the Wardens, who 
referred tothe lengthy association of Mr. Benja- 
min with the Borough Synagogue, extending 
over the entire existence of the congregation. 
He was the “father ' of the synagogue, a link 
connecting the past with the present. He had 
known the synagogue in more prosperous days, 
and had not deserted it when its fortunes were 
declining, and when it had to fight almost for its 
very existence. | 
essra. E. TELLER (Warden), J. BeRNBERG 
Financial Representative), D. SHtTer, A. 
ARRISON, LD. BARNARD, and E. ISRAEL also 
briefly testified to the esteem in which Mr. 
Benjamin is held by the members of the present 
Board. 

The Rev. M. RosenpaM said that reading 
lately the old minute books of the synagogue, 
he had been able to gather many particulars 
regarding theactivities of Mr. Benjamin. When 
| the synagogue was consecrated in 1867, Mr. 
Benjamin was serving as Warden, having held that office also during the last days of 
the old synagogue in Prospect Place. Hetooka prominent part in the movement which 
led to * erection of the synagogue and schools. Daring the whole period that 
the synagogue had existed, he had been a member of the Board of Management, and had 
a seat also for some fifteen years previously on the committee of the old synagogue. He 
was a T'rustee of the school and the synagogue, and when the Borough setemence joined 
the United Synagogue—the first to do so after it had been constituted by the three City 
andtwo Wes: End places of worship—he becamea life-member of the Council. He served 
as Warden again in 1875, 1876 and 1877, and for more than forty years he had been their 
representative on the Burial Committee, being the oldest member of that body. Mr 
Benjamin's record of service in South London, therefore, extended over a period of 
sixty years out of a life-time of eighty-five years. zoe notoses Synagogue had many 
old and staunch friends who still regarded it with affection, and retained membership in 
it although they had removed from the district. Mr. Benjamin, however, alone had 
actively participated in the management of the Synagogue after removal from their 
midst. In hanging his portrait upon the walls, rogether with those of the Rey. Simeon 
Singer and Mr. David L. Jacobs, J.P., they were completing the gronp of those who in 
the early days of the Synagogue worked together for the advancement of Judaism in 
South London. 

Mr. BENJAMLN, who was was mach affected, in replying said that the memory of 
the honour conferred upon him that day would never fade from his recollection. With 
the exception of one, there was no-one present besides himself who knew the synagogue 
at the time of its erection, or the old synagogue which it replaced. It was almost a 
since he was invited, as a young man, to join the Building Committee, although he h 
been associated with the congregation some fifteen years previously as a member of the 
Board of Management. In those days people were honestly enthusiastic over shool 
matters. They not only subscribed to a synagogue, but they regularly attended its 
services. What was then known as the “ Borough” was in those days an eligible 
residential district. Very few families lived at Brixton or thereabouts. There was thus 
the necessity for a larger place of worship, not only because there were people who pro- 
mised to maintain it, but also because these same people would visit it Sabbath py Sabbath. 
In these days, he feared, Jews clamoured for a synagogue, and when they had induced 
others to build it for them, they let it remain empty the whole year Serong Fifty 
years ago, when every member of the old synagogue paid the same renta of twelve 
shillings per annum, there was a small Jewish school in Bath Street, kept by a Mr. 
Harris and supported largely by the House of Rothschild which then, as now, was much 
interested in the training of the Jewish youth. When Mr. D. L.J

. Jacobs, Mr. Barnett 
Meyers, who had heard of their difficulties in South London, and he approached the 


Rothschilds, they informed Sir Anthony of the deplorable situation of that school where, 
although the education, both Jewish and secular, was good, it was given unger conditions 


l t be tolerated even for a moment. The scheme of the school was 
scohikrox te nate of the synagogue, and the two were erected together, although the 
school was immediately placed under the care of a committee distinct from that which 
governed the synagogue. It was always a pleasant memory te him that he had aided in 


the provision of Jewish education and synagogue accommodation in the Borough. Some 
fourteen years back. he had been requested to permit his portrait to be hung on the 
walls of that room. But there wore others then living who had worked as zealously 
as himself in the same cause and he had therefore declined the proferred honour... 
When quite recently the same proposition was made to him, the same 
considerations no more weighed with him, since he alone remained of the 
pioneers. That day he wished to pay a tribute of gratitude to all those who had 
been associated with himself in the early days of the synagogne and schools, and whose 
places knew them no more. He trusted that both institutions would long flourish, and 
that their present and future administrators would carry on the traditions of the past— 
traditions, he ventured to claim, of conscientious and disinterested work for the welfare 
of the community. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. H. Bernhardt Cohen and the Rev. M. Rosen- 
baum, who organised the testimonial. |

PURCHASE OF THE SITE COMPLETED. 


[From a Correspondent. ] 


The leaders of the Brixton congregation have advancad considerably in the 
scheme they have recently launched by the acquisition, with the co-operation of 
the United Synagogue, of the selected site, which has just been completed. 

The property, which is situated in the rcost select part of Brixton Hill, in the 
heart of the vicinity which it is intended to serve, comprises about an acre of land 
and is said to be the most attractive synagogue site inthis country. In its present 
connection it receives a romantic touch from tbe fact that it originally belonged to 
one of the very few Jewish families who, some half-century ago, were the only 
coreligionists in the locality. 

Though the congregation is now in possession of its promised land, it has not 
yet made its home bya long way. ‘The hindrance is the usual one—want of 
means. In spite of the ready response by local residents, one of whom, Mr. 8. 
Segar, contributed some four hundred and twenty-five guineas, the balance of 
£550 must be forthcoming bafore the congregation will be entitled to the advance 
voted by the Council of the United Synagogue. 

Pending the erection of the proposed synagogue, the congregation is to be 
accommodated in the newly-purchased premises. These will be used for the 
High Festival services. 


SOCIETY OF PROMOTERS OF CHARITY.—The annual meeting of this Society 
was held on Monday, the President, Mr. Humphrey J. Phillips in the chair. In 
submitting the annual balance-sheet, the Treasurer, Mr. Daniel Angel, said that 
owing to the increased support received during the year, the Committee had been 
enabled to distribute over £800 in bread, meat and coal tickets, among the deserv- 
ing poor. In addition thereto, the balance of the legacy of the late Mrs. Ada 
Lewis-Hul amounting to £55 3s.

The Rev. Dr. B. Salomon, preaching at the Great Synagogue last 
The late Saturday, paid a tribute to the work of “ General” Booth. He said: 
‘*General’’ During the past week a noble and chivalrous spirit, a great warrior 
Booth. in the battle of life, has gone to his well earned rest. That beautiful 
| saying of our fathers: “‘ The good of every creed have a share in the 
world to come,” makes it fitting that we should pay a tribute to William Booth, 
who after a life devoted in the highest sense to the uplifting of the down-trodden 
and oppressed closes his eyes, with a sense of work well done amid universal 
sorrow. His life, chequered as it was, has two features of peculiar interest. He 
recognised, and in that he stood almost alone, that the duty of his church was to 
do the work that lay near at hand—to set his own house in order, to heal the 
sores, to cleanse the slums, to bring the brightening influence of true humanity 
into “ Darkest England.” He did not close his eyes to the faults of his own 
people. He remedied those rather than attempted to disturb the religious belief 
ofothers. His religion was a philosophy of life based upon the recognition of the 
universal law of humanity. The second feature was of prime importance to us 
all. 
suffered at the hands of bigots, of cynics, and of men, who used their great learn- 
ing to pour ridicule on his work. Not for an instant did he falter. He did not 
bend to the torrent of abuse, but, confident in the righteousness of his cause, went 
his way, and received at last the recognition he so well deserved. Many of them 
las! were ashamed of their faith. They had to stand derision from the ignorant 
and the low minded. They had not that confidence and courage that should 
inspire them to remember their great history, and their mission was no less holy 
than that which inspired “ General” Booth with such supreme confidence. That 
was @ lesson which his noble life could teach them. ‘The lesson that confidence 
in a righteous cause could still work miracles, and though it might not move 
‘mountains, it could perform a task little less mighty, in turning scoffing into 
reverence and the greatest sinners into humble and contrite penitents. 
During the recent municipal election in Albert Park Ward, 
Salford, which Mr. Samuel Finburgh—a well-known and 
much respected communal worker — unsuccessfully con- 
tested, it was broadly hinted that his defeat was very prob- 
ably due to his nationality. Certainly several electors 
refused to promise him their votes or support, not on political grounds but wholly 
- and solely on account of his beinga Jew. This state of affairs has caused some 
correspondence in the local Press on the part of both Jews and Christians. One 
of the latter has written testifying to the high personal qualities that characterise 
Mr. Finburgh and declaring that by his practical sympathy to Jew and Gentile 
alike he has shown a broadmindedness in philanthropy which should earn the 
recognition of his fellow-citizens. 

Dr. Dulberg, J.P., in the course of an interview, expressed his indignation 
at the attacks made on Mr. Finburgh on account of his race and religion. He 
rightly pointed out that a Jew once he is naturalised is as much a British subject 
as anybody born in this country, having a stake in the land and all his interests 
being bound up in the welfare of the country. Jews, he stated, take their share 
in all the duties of citizenship, they pay their rates and support their poor, whilst 
many of them also serve in the Army and Navy. It is therefore only right and 

‘fitting that they should have all the privileges of full citizenship. And when a 
Jew is willing to come forward and give his time and service to the public, there 
ig DO reason why the town should be deprived of his abilities because he happens 
to be a Jew. | 

The Rev. Dr. Salomon, in giving his opinion, said it showed a spirit of 
narrow-mindedness on the part of the objectors and reflected the greatest discredit 
upon them, Jews themselves never asked about religion or nationality in recording 
their votes, but gave them to whoever they considered the better man and the one 
more likely to serve the people and the country. Referring to the Manchester 
Jewish Hospital, he pointed out that patients are there treated without distinction 
of race or creed, and at times a majority of Christians occupy the beds. 

The Rev. H. Levin remarked that the Jew is as English as the Englishman 
of any other creed, and he has the same sentiment and feeling for the country. 
The prejudice against Jews is probably gained in youth, and it is difficult after- 
wards to shake it off. 

Mr. J. I. Loewy thought “Jews have not much to grumble about on the 
whole, their ability and general integrity having been proved long ago, and the 
country has benefited by their presence. The present generation of Jews are 


practically Englishmen with the same patriotism and love of country as evidenced 
by their numbers in the Army and Navy.”

The 
meeting was addressed by Mr. Wilson Coates ((;eneral Federation of Trades 
Unions) and Mr. A. Gould. The latter moved :— 

That this mass meeting of the workers in the Jewish tailoring trade pledge them- 


selves to do their best for the consolidation of the labour forces as a means of bettering 
their conditions. 


Labour News. 


The resolution was seconded by Mr. Costes, who also gave a lucid explanation 
of the Insurance Act, from the Trade Union point of view. He drew attention to 
the “ Workmen’s Compensation Act” as affected by the Insurance Act, and said 
that the Workmen’s Compensation Act being invariably administered by insurance 
companies, they might often see the anomaly of a worker fighting in the Courts of 
Law an insurance company of which he was an “ approved member.” The meeting 
was concluded by a few remarks from Mr. M. Sclare (Secretary). 

There seems to be a great deal of misunderstanding as to the exact effect of 
the Trades Board Act, which became “operative” from Angust 19th. It may 
remove much of. the misleading opinions prevailing when it is made clear that 
although the minimum wage rates for workers in the tailoring trade has come into 


force, it is not incumbent on employers to pay them until an obligatory order. 


has been made by the Board of Trade, provided the employer has written agree- 
ments with his employés to the contrary. Such obligatory order will not be made 
before February 19th next. No Government Department or Local Authority 


contract, however, will be given to any firm which does not pay all its employés affected 


on the basis of the minimum rates. In the course of a letter to the Yorkshire Evening 
Post, dealing with the general aspect of the Act as affecting the Jewish clothing 
industry, Mr. J. Davis, Secretary of the Leads Jewish Master Tailors’ Association, 
observes : “ The Jewish master tailors have welcomed the Trades Board Act, because it 
has revealed to the public as no other medium could, that the Jew employer is not the 
tyrant in his ‘sweating den’ that he has, often unfairly, been depicted to be by the 
Press. There are large numbers of Gentile workers employed by the Jews, and if it 
were not to their advantage they would not stop. I had occasion recently to go through 
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one employer's wage-book, and I found a woman machinist got 6s. 8d.a day, or 40s. a 


week, and the hours were from 8 to 6 o'clock. Surely, that is not a bad minimum. 
They are not called upon to comé from Monday to Saturday, work or no work. They 
are told when to come and they are paid for every hour spent in the workshop.” 


The first annual report of the Literary Section of the Insti-

The statement contained in the report that the section did not receive support 
from the “ruling powers ” of the [ustitute has come quite as a surprise and given 
rise to much comment amongst the members. One can hardly believe that the 
report in this respect has been issued with the approval of the members of the 
section, and the question is asked if the granting gratuitously of the entire use of 
the reading-room to the sub-section for their weekly meetings throughout the 
winter months and the large hall for their social gatherings - often to the discom- 
fort and inconvenience of the members of the Institute proper—did not constitute 
support, what then was expected’? The literary sectionand its work has certainly 
the hearty co-operation and approval of the parent body, and such undeserved 
criticism, totally at variance with fact, can only have an adverse effect upon the 
future success of the literary section. |

LIVERPOOL 


A largely attended meeting, organised by Mr. M. Rosentein, 
secretary of the Dr. Max Nardau Lodge, No. 13, of the 
| (Order Achei Brith, was held in the Alexandra Hall, Islington 
Square, on Sunday. Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., presided. Among 
those on the platform were Bros. M. Cash (treasurer), I. Apfelbaum (Executive 
Council, Manchester), and Bros. Bb. A. Fersht, J. Solomons, N. Robinson, and 
J. Levy, members of the London Executive Council. The Chairman said that 
the question of insurance, so far as it affected the Jews, was intimately bound up with 
naturalisation. The Actitself drew a distinction betweenthe alienand the non-alien. 
They were entitled to use every effort to make it easier for Jews to have the 
advantages of British citizenship, and consequently obtain the full advantages of 
the Insurance Act. There were certain specific Jewish questions which could only 
properly be dealt with by Jews. Wherever there was a branch of the Order 
Achei Brith they would be able to give their Member of Parliament a fair and 
definite statement of the needs of the Jewish community which he represented. A 
Jew could join a Jewish approved society, a Jewish State section of any 
approved society, or a non-Jewisb society. He advised them to consult 
their own interests and join a Jewish approved society. While being 
truly loyal British subjects, it was their duty to look after themselves.. 
Mr. Benas pointed out that the meeting did not aim at inducing insurable Jewish 
people to join the Order Achei Brith in preference to other Jewish Orders. All 
that those who organised that meeting sought was to emphasise the principle of 
Jewish co-operation, and they were animated by sentiments of comradeship 
towards all organisations similar to theirs which were doing solid Jewish 
work. The Jewish Friendly Society represented Jewish insurance co-operation in 
its fullest development. Even the formation of a Jewish National Insurance 
Section of a non-Jewish organisation admitted the principle of Jewish corporate 
co-operation. Bat the fortuitous dispersion of individual Jewish people indis- 
criminately among the crowd of non-Jewish associations was the negation of the 
very essence of Jewish corporate endeavour, and a project which those of the com- 
munity in London, who disfavoured an unduly rigid Jewish cohesiveness, had 
refrained from suggesting. It was a satisfaction, however, to observe that no 
attempts to stem the tide of the corporate Jewish consciousness had been effectual. 
Jewish co-operative endeavour had achieved success. 

Mr. SOLOMON explained why the Jews should attach themselves to a. Jewish 
approved society. If they joined a Christian society they would become an atom 
in a large organisation. They had proved to Mr. Lloyd George that the average 
sickness in even the worst Jewish societies was only five days per member per 
annum, in comparison with sixteen days per member per annum in the Christian 
organisations, so that if they joined a Gentile approved society others would reap 
the benefit of their good health. He advised them to persuade their Jewish friends 
to join Jewish societies, and so strengthen the ranks of Jewry. 7 

Mr. FERSHT said it was necessary for them to understand the provisions of 
the Insurance Act, some of which he proceeded to elucidate. 

Mr. CASH, in moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman, which was seconded 
by Mr. LEVY, paid a high tribute to Mr. Benas, whose family, he said, had done 
a great deal for the Jewry of Liverpool. 

Subsequent to the meeting, a largely-attended reception, in honour of the 
members of the Executive Council of the Order, was held at the Midland Adelphi 
Hotel. 

At the Lodge meeting held in the afternoon, the officers enrolled Mr. 
Bertram Benas as an honorary member of the Order.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


UNSUCCESSFUL APPEALS. 

Only one of the three immigrants appealing against the decision of the 
[Immigration Officer, at a meeting of the London Appeal Board last Friday, was a 
Jew, @ native of Russia. The Board comprised Mr. J. Prag, J.P., who presided, 
Mr. Williams and Mr. Boustread. In the absence of Mr, I. Landau, Mr. Bankes, 
his partner, appeared for the appellant. 

The alien in question was BRISCH WEISSMAN, a Iad of nineteen, who 
described himself as a barber. He had come to London, he declared, to better 
himself, adding that his prospects in Russia were exceedingly limited. On board 
he produced correspondence that had passed between himself and a brother, 
in which it was stated that the relative already resident in this country 
could not materially assist the appellant. Weissman now declared that 
his brother invited him here, and that although he had not yet received an offer of 
employment his relative would be able to place him in a position. On further 
examination of the correspondence, the officer informed the Board that he found it 
contained instructions to Weissman to endeavour to come to London via the Hook 
of Holland, so facilitating his entrance into this country. 

In the course of his remarks, the lad told the Board that at Bremen he wrote 
to his brother requesting him to send him some money. The brother replied 
that he was unable to comply with the request, but dispatched his bank book, 
advising him to produce it to the officials when questions were put to him. 

Asked to explain how he was able to proceed to England without the necessary 
money, Weissman said that on the receipt of his brother’s communication he 
immediately wrote to his father in Russia to send him £5, money which he him- 
self had saved out of his earnings. In the course of his evidence, the brother 
said that he was a tailor, now working on his own account, and occasionally earned 
between £5 and £6 a week. He was prepared to look after his brother, who would 
stay at his house and for whom he would without difficulty find employment. 

A member of the Board: But you already have a wife and two children, and 
your accommodation is, according to the officer, entirely inadequate. 

The brother replied that that was so, but he was negotiating for larger apart- 
ments and hoped to take more extensive accommodation in a week or so. Asked 
why he had sent his bankbook, the witness replied that he was of opinion that any 
document bearing a British stamp or mark in the possession of an alien would help

The Chairman thought that a foreign barber would not experience much 
difficulty in obtaining a situation here. 

Mr. Boustread remarked that foreigners were employed in barbers’ shops in 
England in preference to Englishmen because they worked for lower wages. 

In urging his client’s case, Mr. Bankes said that Weissman was a perfectly 
healthy young fellow, with a. knowledge of a good trade, and had. he contended, 
every prospect of doing well in this country. From a conversation he had had 
with two or three barbers he had gathered that there was a demand for tonsorial 
artists. In addition the immigrant had over £5 in his possession, and it had been 
proved that his brother, who had been resident in this country for over eleven years, 
was a respectable citizen and in a position well able to look after the appellant. 
It was obvious that the brother did not advise travelling by a certain route out 
of trickery, but out of mere kindness and brotherly feeling. He ventured to say 
that members of the Board would do likewise in the circumstances. 

‘But we don’t send our bank-books,” interrupted Mr. Williams. 

The Board then discussed the case int camera, and on the Press being 
re-admitted it was announced that it had been decided to reject the appeal. 

Mr. Bankes expressed his great surprise at the result. 

Mr. Boustread: You are like Mr. Landau, who always expresses his surprise 
when a decision goes against him. 

The Chairman replied that the Board were of opinion that the evidence 
tendered had not been of @ very satisfactory nature. 

‘The two remaining appellants, Polish Christians, were refused permission to 
land on account of want of means. 

A MEDICAL REJECTION. 


A further sitting of the London Appeal Board was held on Monday afternoon 
for the purpose of considering the appeals of three immigrants, two of whom were 
Jews. ‘The Board comprised Mr. J. H. Polak, J.P., who was in the chair, Mr. 
Boustread and Mr. Evans. Mr. Bankes again appeared for the Jewish appellants. 

The first case was that of CHAIM FREEDMAN, a Russian, nineteen years of 
ave. He stated that he desired to join a brother, a cabinet manufacturer, of 
Islington, Liverpool. He produced a postcard inviting him here, together with 
£9 10s. Enquiries had been made and it was found that Mr. Freedman, of Liver- 
pool, was a bighly respectable citizen and in a good way of business. At the time 
of the enquiry his works were closed, on account of a strike. 

‘The Officer stated that the doctor had refused to allow Freedman to land. 

The Chairman: Then he has not been rejected through want of means. 

The Officer: No. 

The Medical Officer, in the course of his evidence, said that the appellant was 
suffering from trachoma, which was very acute in one of the eyes. He had no 
hesitation in saying that his admittance here would be a public danger. 

The appeal was rejected on the doctor’s evidence. 

ABRAHAM GERSHONOWITZ was the next appellant. He had been detained 
in the first place om account of want of means, but in the course of the evidence 
it was elicited that he had come here for a holiday, desiring to visit his sisters, 
whom he had not seen for along period. He had left his wife and children in 
Russia, and they were in charge of his business there. | 

Having given a written undertaking that he would not take up his residence 
permanently in this country and that he would return at the end of four or five 
months, Gershonowitz was allowed to land. . 


JEWISH SOLICITOR CRITICISES THE GRIMSBY BOARD. 
[COMMUNICATED.] | 

Appearing on Friday before the Grimsby Immigration Board (Mr. G. Clapham 
presiding) on behalf of an immigrant, Mr. L. H. Woolfe said the Act was not 
passed for keeping everybody out of the country who did not have a trade in his 
hand ; but if the immigrant could show he could get work he ought to be admitted. 

In another case, a Russian tailor was said to have left his wife and four 
children in Russia, and Mr. Woolfe, on his behalf, said that a great point was 
that if an immigrant brought his wife and children he was met by the question 
how was he going to support a wife and children here? While, if his family 
were left behind, he was met with the remark, that if a man was let in they 
would have to let the wife in afterwards. So the immigrant was in an awkward 
position. Having regard to the decision given the other day, that the Board were 
not going to leta man in unless he brought his wife and family, he (Mr. Woolfe) 
was going to ask the Board not to recognise that decision, because the Act wag 
never made to stop @ man coming in if he left his family behind. __

‘‘Children of the Ghetto.” 
By ONE OF THEM. 


Bearing in mind the steady decline in ‘the “communal marriage-rate, there is 
much to interest us in a contribution “Should |aughters be Dowered ?” which 
appears in the pages of the Mnglishwoman magazine. The author, Mr. Roland 
Belfort, echoes many of the sentiments that have already appeared in these 
columns dj)ro)/08 to the economic changes that render marriage a far more hazardous 
experiment than in Victorian days. A great deal of what is written merits repeti- 
tion, but one is necessarily limited to a few extracts which help to bring home with 
added force the circumstances that lie at the root of a problem that confronts the 
men and the maidens of Israel; that affects Brondesbury quite as much as 
Bethnal Green, and is as evident in the fastnesses of Highbury as itis in prosaic 
Hackney. In Victorian days, the author reminds us, it was possible for the 
young man to marry between the ages of twenty and twenty-five. To-day, 
economic pressure keeps the bachelors single, and young women are driven by 
necessity into competition with men in the lahour market. 

This naturally leads to the dowry question. The parents of France, rich 
and poor alike, *‘ regard it as a natural and even agreeable duty ” to save a certain 
sum yearly for this interesting purpose. .In other countries, likewise, provision 
This is what Mr. 
Belfort telle us: ‘‘ Suppose, for instance, that the parents of a girl aged one year 
decided to save Xd. a day, or £12 per annum, till she is twenty-one, as a modest 
dowry for her, they could accumulate—provided they kept it up—about £240, 
plus interest.” Interesting though this is, and actuarially possible, 8d. per day 
is too great a strain on the pockets of the poor. ‘The ladies’ committees of our 
synagogues might do worse than prepare some sort of endowment scheme for those 
young women of their congregation who will probably never seek a return for the 


fourpences they are throwing weekly into the yawning chasm of national 
Insurance.” 


One notices an increasing tendency among Christian congregations, in the 
North London district particularly, to devote occasional Sunday afternoons to 
discussions on Jewish topics. The preliminary announcements of those discus- 
sions invariably attract some half-a-dozen coreligionists who, on occasions, join in 
the proceedings with rare zest. One little chapel in the Clapton district seems tu 
have specialised in this kind of friendly discussion, and one may hear some par- 
ticularly kind references to our people and the part they have taken, and are 
taking, in introducing a healthier moral tone into twentieth century life. J.et 
it be added that there are dissentient voices at times, but this only seems to 
inspire the Christian partisans of the Jew to a greater measure of eulogy. 


A recent case heard at the North London Court serves to illustrate that the 
trouble with our apprentices is not always attributable to the master. That there 
are good masters and bad masters is true. Some employers notoriously angle for 
premiums, and permit the apprentice to pick up what scraps of the trade he is 
able. Others, on the contrary, carry out their obligations conscientiously, and are 
rewarded with an impertinence that must be galling to a decent employer. In the 
case in question the employer stated that the lad had been nothing but a nuisance 
in the the workshop. He was found sitting in an easy chair, and when told to get 
up and do some work, “put his cap on and walked out.” In Court 
the lad cross-examined his master in a high-pitched voice, when the magistrate 
intervened with: “Don’t talk to yoar master like that! You area mere child. 
-Learn your manners. You behave like a fool, and fail to recognise your place in 
the world.” The lad was ordered to return to work, his master being advised to 
cancel the. indentures in the event of further trouble. Cases of this description 
are becoming unhappily frequent, and do not redound to the spirit of perseverance 
and industry that is considered as being taught in our schools. 

One of our Jewish societies intends designing a new lodge certificate, and is

THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE CONFERENCE. 


As already stated, the Conference of the Central Committee of the Zionist 
Organisation, which this year takes the place of a Congress, will be held in Berlin 
from Sunday till Wednesday next. The agenda for the meeting consists of the 
reading of various papers, including an opening address by Prof. Otto Warburg. In 
connection with the Conference, there will be a social gathering on Saturday 
evening next, a dinner organised by the Berlin Zionist Society on Monday 
evening, and a mass meeting in the large hall of the Thiergarten Hof on 
Wednesday evening. There willalso during the week be meetings of the Actions 
Committee, the Jewish National Fund and the Council of the Jewish Colonia’ 
Trust, as well as the general meeting of the shareholders. A _ decision will b 
taken by the Central Committee as tothe time and place of the eleventh Congress. 


MEETING OF THE MIZRACHI CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


- A meeting of the Central Committee of the Mizrachi Fedration was held in 
Berlin recently, and was attended by representatives from various German 
towns, as well as from Antwerp, Lida, Kharkoff and Warsaw. Dr. Frank 


who occupied the Chair, stated that the movement had made notable progress 
despite manifold difficulties. The propaganda in Russia was very difficult, but a 
New groups had been formed 
in Galicia, the movement had been reorganised in America by Herman Struck, a 
new group had been formed in Aden, and relations were being fostered with South 
Africa. A lively activity was also displayed in Germany, Holland, England, 
France, Switzerland, Italy, Denmark and Turkey. ‘The party had secured an 
energetic General Secretary in the person of Herr Berlin. Considerable interest 
was being shown in the proposed establishment of a garden colony in Palestine, 
for which large contributions had been subscribed. . 
Reports upon the attitude of the Mizrachi tothe Agudath Israel were delivered 
by Dr. Lewy and Herr Jurowitz. After a very lively debate the Central Committee 
expressed its agreement with the participation of the Chairman, Dr. Frank, in 
the Kattowitz Conference. | 


THE JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 


The total amount received by the Jewish National l'und from ali countries in 
the month of July was 52,750 marks (about £2,630). The highest sum was con- 
tributed by Russia (m. 10,11), followed closely by Germany (m, 9,195), Austria 
(m. 6,069), Canada (m. 7,626), and the United States (m. 5,215). The receipts in 
that month constitute a record for July, as the corresponding month in 1911 
realised only m. 31,080, and in 1910 m. 29,670. The aggregate amount received 
by the National Fund in the first seven months of this year is m. 293,800 (about 
£14,690), which represents an increase of m. 39,800 upon the receipts of the 
similar period last year. 


A NEW ZIONIST PAPER IN AUSTRIA. 


A new Yiddish weekly will shortly appear in Lemberg under the title of ‘' Der 
Volkswille,” and will be edited by Dr, Leon Reich. The paper will adopt the stand- 
point of the Basle programne and devote itself to the propagation of the Zionist 
idea. It will also pay attention to Jewish affairs in the Galician capital. 


THE JERUSALEM PASHA ON ZIONISM. 


The Hebrew organ, the Hacheruth (published in Jerusalem), quotes a note- 
worthy speech of the Jerusalem Pasha on the attitude of the Government towards 
Zionism. The Pasha had paid a visit to the colony Rishon-le-Zion, where he 
was accorded a warm reception. In the presence of M. Autebi, the Chief Rabbi 


of Jaffa, Dr. Rupin, and delegates from five other colonies, the Pasha delivered a_ 


speech, in which he stated that the notion of many people that the Government 
was opposed to Zionism was not true. The Turks knew that the Jews loved 
Palestine, and they were pleased to note the good work done by them there, a 
work which stood as an example to the Arabs of what could be achieved. He pro- 
posed that the colonies should institute municipalities and create a force of Jewish 
gendarmes, (to be equipped by the Government), and appealed to the Jews to 
support the Government, promising that the latter would reciprocate that support. 

The Odessa Palestine Committee has also issued an official statement con- 
cerning the event, quoting the following additional passages of the Pasha’s speech: 

The old régime of Turkification suffered a severe defeat. It is now fully 
understood that each nation must have complete liberty to live and develop 
accurding to its taste. I am an Albanian myself, and, therefore, I sympathise 
with the Jews who are persecuted everywhere. The Turks like the Jews, because 
the latter do not bring with them European influence. Being unable to make 
new laws, I shall try my best to interpret the existing ones in your favour. 

As regards the local government scheme, it is explained that every colony 
possessing a hundred families, the members of which are Ottoman subjects, will 
be able to have a municipality of its own. To increase the safety of the colonists 
from Arab attacks, the Pasha proposed to connect the colonies with the towns by 
telephone. He even raised hopes that the system of taxation would be altered in 


the future.

Referring to the Bezalel Institute, the Chairman said the political and economical 
basis that was the fundamental principle of that movement must appeal to Jewry 
of the world at large. and would in process of time gain much increased support. 
He referred to the University Hebrew Bursary Fund, and trusted that all those 
who had not contributed their quota towards it would hasten to do so, and so 
facilitate the very valuable endeavours that the fund promised to make for the 
furtherance of increasing the knowledge of the Hebrew language. He thanked 
Advocate M. Alexander (of Cape Town) and Mr. A. Levison (Hebrew Literateur 
of Palestine) for the various lectures delivered by them during the year. The 
thanks of their Society were also due to the Hebrew Congregation for the 
whole-hearted support given to the Association. The Chairman alluded to 
Gymnastic and Athletic Club and the good work it had already done. During the 
early part of the year Councillor W. Sagar had found it necessary to resign the 
Presidentship of the Association, and the Rev. Harris Isaacs had been appointed 
Acting President. In conclusion. Mr. Price thanked the Hon. Secretaries for the 
good work they had accomplished during the year. He appealed to the members 
to do their best to co-operate in every possible way for the furtherance of the work 
of the Association, and he thanked ove and all for the support accorded him during 
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his term of office. Mr. §. Levin seconded the adoption of the report, which was 
carried. The following were elected: The Rev. H. Isaacs, President: Messrs. B. 
Rigal and M. Price, Vice-Presidents ; Joe Cohen, Treasurer ; and N. Song and J.

Mr. Sydney Rosenbloom is the pianist, and makes his debit in Grieg’s A minor 
Concerto.

The concerto he is 
engaged to play he has performed recently, with great success, at Harrogate, Bath, 
Bournemouth and Eastbourne.

‘Caprice Viennois,” a clever tritie of Herr Kreisler’s own com- 
position, in the delicacies of which lark more difficulties of performance than in most 
virtuoso concertos, and encores by Dvorak and Paul Juon completed his pro- 
gramme, which was received throughout with vociferous applause. The vocalist 
was Miss Kathro Bentinck, and the purely orchestral items included Weber’s 
‘ Oberon ” Overture and Liszt’s 2nd Hungarian Rhapsody.

Jews and Aviation. 


Jonsidering that it was a coreligionist who was among those who first conceived 
the feasibility of locomotion in the air, and who gave practical exhibitions of 
possibilities in this direction, 
it is a matter of no little 
surprise that Jews have not 
more prominently identified 
themselves with aviation, or 
with the marvellous progress 
the mechanical science in 
connection with aerial navi- 
gation has made in recent. 
times. The name of 
Lilienthal will always be 
remembered as one of the 
greatest in connection with 
aviation. He worked 
zealously to develop the 
flying machine, and present 
aviators owe him no little 
debt of gratitude for his 
remarkable pioneer work, 
carried out in an age when 
little was known of motors 
and motor power, factors 
which play no unimportant 
part in flying at the present 
time. JLilienthal will for all 
time be recalled as a great 
name in the history of avia- 
tion, for he took up the work 
with avigourand enthusiasm 
which soon led to many 
radical improvements upon 
the efforts of a few contem- 
poraries and still fewer 
predecessors. The Jewish pioneer first employed, it is not inappropriate to 
mention here, a sinzie deck glider with bat-like wings, and on this he carried 
out many daring glides, balancing himself by shifting his weight. He pro-

-gressed to a double deck machine, and he introduced several methods for increasing 


the stability. Leaping off from a tower, as was his wont, he used to execute many 
extraordinary glides on the various machines he had created, although it was 
not always that he had conquered the vital problem of stability. Of course were 
it possible for him to have carried out his experiments in still air, there is little 
doubt that he would have been quite successful, but, as aviators even now know, 
the wrial sea is almost always in a disturbed condition, and every movement tends 
to upset the balance of the slow speed gliding machine. It was in 1896, whilst 


making a glide high in the air, that a fatal gust capsized his machine, as the result 


of which he was thrown to the ground so heavily that he died from the injuries. 
he sustained. Lilienthal rendered grand service to aviation, and his several 
works dealing with the subject showed very sound knowledge of the principles 
of flight. He had intended fitting an internal combustion motor to one of his 
machines, and, but for the fatal accident, he would have doubtless carried his 
work much further. And much of the credit which is to-day heaped upon 
successful inventors might with more justice be given to earlier workers, who had, 
in effect, devised almost similar arrangements, but who had not the necessary 
motive power to actuate their devices. |
